vadn Narrow Gauge Railroad also comea 
to within twelve miles front Jackson, and 
runs along in Calaveras county within 
three to six miles of the county line. 
Latrobe, on the Sacramento and Shingle 
Springs road, is distant from Plymouth in 
this county twelve miles. 
Thus the hulk 
of the county while not enjoying direct 
railroad .•ommunication is not very far re­ 
moved, and with one line actually in the 
county, and two others not very far off, it 
is reasonable to suppose that in 110 very 
long time a railroad will he extended into 
its heart, especially as the county is by 110 
means at a standstill, hut is constantly, 
though it may be slowly, 
INCREASING IS rOITI.ATIOX AN1.WEAJ.TH. 
Even as it is at present nearly every im­ 
portant point in the countv can Ik? reached 
in ten hours from San Francisco. 
The counüy is seventy miles long and in 
its principal breadth twenty miles wide, 
though narrowing in the eastern |’orlion to 
four or five miles. Its taxable property 
was, in 1886, $3,800,881, and will he over 
four million the present year. 
1 he debt 
of the county, an important factor in con­ 
sidering a county’s future, is but $11,000, 
principal and accrued interest. The prin­ 
cipal, about $0,000, bears 7 per cent, inter­ 
est, anil in three years no trace at all of 
the debt will exist. Newcomers can thus 
have the assurance that they will not l.e 
called upon to pay any proportion of a 
large overhanging debt, as is the ease in 
many counties in Califoreia. 
THE RATE OF TAXATION 
For county purposes was last year $1 24. 
upon the $100 of assessed valuation, and is 
growing less. The area of the county is 
362,000 acres, of which 90,000 are Govern­ 
ment land. In 1880 the population was 
11,386, and now it is estimated at 14,000. 
The conformation of the land is the same 
as i- found in other foothill counties; its 
hillsides, suited above all other soils for 
orchard and vineyard, and fertile valleys, 
where everything that can be raised in the 
State grows in luxuriance. AVliat has been 
said in newspaper articles and published 
reports concerning soil, climate, rainfall, 
capabilities and resources of the most fa­ 
vored foothill counties, can alike be said of 
Amador. 
. 
This county is rich in resources. Gold 
and silver, copper and coal, timber, graz­ 
ing. agricultural and fruit land in abund­ 
ance ; 500 miles of mining and 50 miles of 
IRRIGATING PITCHES, 
From which water enough can be obtained 
at cheap rates to supply all the farmers 
who wish to locate here, if irrigation 
should be found necessary. The lands for 
sale, improved and unimproved, can now 
be bought at very reasonable figures, and 
much land is subject to pre-emption and 
homestead entry. Lands well adapted to 
the growing of fruit and grapes in the foot­ 
hills and convenient to water ditches can 
lie purchased for from $7 to $10 per acre; 
and the bottom or valley lands range in 
price from $20 to $100 per acre, as they 
are near to or distant from towns and rail­ 
way communication. The character ol the 
soil and climate is such that general farm­ 
ing can be conducted successfully, and 
Eastern farmers who have been in the 
j habit of raising their own potatoes, calo 
bage. corn, small grain, cattle and hogs,

One ol the grandest valleys in Califor­ 
nia is that of lone, one of the most pros­ 
per.'!!- towns in the State i> 11 mo City. 
The stranger who visits this valley i- en­ 
raptured with its lieautv, the fertility of 
its soil, and its inexhaustible tv- urces, 
while the business man is capture ! with 
the business-like appearance of the ! wu, 
with its large mercantile houses, its com­ 
modious and first-class hotels, it- manufac­ 
turing industries, and the superb resi­ 
dence- of it- wealthy citizens. W hile the 
representative of the Kbuokd-Union was 
stopping at the Commercial Hotel, he en­ 
gaged in conversation with James Mc­ 
Cauley, the genial proprietor, from whom 
much valuable data was obtained. Mr. 
Mi l auley i- a pioneer of California, a 
leading citizen of lone, and a gentleman 
with a decided literary turn of mind. In 
speaking of lone valley, he said: “ Who­ 
ever had the pleasure of looking upon 
lone valley before the hand of civilization 
had robbed it of its pristine boautv must 
have been impressed with the fertility of 
it- soil, the luxuriant growth of its natural 
grasses, the immense siz.c of it- oaks, and 
the wealth of it- llora. While standing, in 
the spring of 1849, on a little eminence 
ust ca-t of the present site of lorn; City, 
and looking across the

I thought I had never witnessed a land­ 
scape so beautiful or breathed ail atmo­ 
sphere so piJn. ami healthful as met my 
gaze and filled niv lungs at that time. On 
the opposite «ide'of the valley small flocks 
of antelope fix! undisturbed on the young 
it iid oats, while on the bosom of the single 
laguna wild birds flashed and splxshcdTin 
the noonday sun. Massive oaks,, dotted 
here and there over the valley, gave shade 
and shelter to immense herds of cattle and 
horses, and dark lines of willow and cot- 
tonwuod fringed streams whose waters 
flowed lazily along to their destination, the 
sea. Acres upon acres of wild flowers, 
spreading out like miniature oceans, lent 
an added charm to the already lieautiful 
surroundings, and filled the newlv arrived 
immigrant with wonder and admiration. 
No land perhaps under 1 he sun ever re­ 
ceived greater favors from the hand of na­ 
ture than the little garden spot among the 
foothills ot Amador. But it was not des­ 
tined to long enjoy its primeval beauty. 
Soon the ever_ restless pioneer came and 
despoiled it of its wild charms and unique 
beauty. 1 hus in 1849 we find lone vallev 
rare in native beauty and 
PEERLESS IN CLIMATE AND FERTILITY 
i )f soil. 
In tho-c historic days those 
native elements so conducive to a high 
civilization were reigned over by a few in­ 
dolent Indians, who subsisted in summer 
on the wild fruit- and game of the valley, 
or fed, beast-like, on the young clover that 
carpeted the hill- in the spring. Possessed 
ot a soil capable of producing marvelous 
results, rich in grasses of the most succu­ 
lent character, adorned with flowers of 
every tint and line, and blessed with a 
climate that challenged improvement, 
what wonder that these auxiliaries to 
man's happiness should attract the pioneer 
and incite him, as it did, to lay siege to 
these hunting-grounds of the Indian, 
where he might lay broad and deep’ 
the foundation for a thousand hapm* 
homes ?” 
The area of the valley proper does not- 
exeeed four or five miles square in extent, 
but its soil, whirl; ÍS a “ deep s!!uvj»J,” is 


very productive. In the early years of its 
cultivation sixteen tons of potatoes art- 
said to have been raised on a single acre 
without irrigation, and from 8(1 to 100 
bushels of corn was not considered an un­ 
usual yield. In 1886, after thirty-four con­ 
secutive years of cultivation, 80 bushels of 
barley and 65 ol wheat per acre were gath­ 
ered from several farms in the vicinity of 
lone City. 
FIVE CROPS OF ALFALFA, 
Averaging one aud a half tons jicr acre at 
one cutting, are frequently^taken from the 
same land in the same year, although four 
such crops are the usual number. 
Apple-, pears, peaches, plums, cherries, 
apricots, prunes, figs and almonds thrive 
without irrigation. 
Smaller fruits and 
berries thrive equally well with the larger 
fruit-. Hops also find here a congenial 
soil and climate, the average yield being 
from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds to the acre. 
The farms, like the valley, are sm all; 
hence families are numerous and the social 
a-pect of the neighborhood partakes of an 
Eastern character. No farm is without 
its orchard and vegetable garden, and the 
dairy and hennery are ever present ad­ 
juncts, going far towards making it an in­ 
dependent source of profit and plea-ure. 
These small farms consist of from 160 to 
640 acres each, and are generally owned 
by the farmer who cultivates them, and 
valued form $80 to $100 per acre, accord­ 
ing to location and extent and quality of 
improvements. The principal crops raised 
arc corn, wheat, barley, potatoes, fruit, 
hops aud hay. Small berries, vegetables, 
poultry, eggs and the dairy also enter 
largely into the productions of the valley; 
especially have poultry aud eggs become a 
marked feature of industry on the uplands, 
both commanding high prices, especially 
during the past few year-. A seemingly 
INEXHAUSTIBLE VEIN OF LIGNITE COAL 
Runs through the valley, and is found 
about sixty feet below the surface. This 
coal w:ts discovered and the first mines 
opened by F. C. Hall, who commenced 
utilizing it for running the engines of his 
flouring mills in lone City in 1S60. 
This coal, though notofthe best quality, 
has been used with success for many pur­ 
poses, and is now used extensively for 
cooking and warming stoves, and is sold at 
the mine for the sum of $1 50 per ton. 
The principal owner of this vein i- the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, which 
ships large quantities of its product to 
Oakland, San Francisco, Stockton and Sac­ 
ramento. 
Other parties own good coal 
mines in this same vein. The Amador 
branch of the Central Pacific Railroad 
runs by these mines, and the cost of ship­ 
ping this freight is quite reasonable. The 
vein varies in thickness from five to fifteen 
feet. Frank Frates is the Superintendent. 
He has employed at the mine about fifty 
men, and is extracting 2,500 to 3,000 tons 
per month. 
They have hoisting and 
pumping works, with all the latest im­ 
provements. 
OTHER MINERALS. 
A valuable copper mine, located three 
miles ea-t of lone City, has been ¡11 active 
operation for nearly twenty-live years,yield­ 
ing large quantities of ore, most of which 
has been shipped to Boston for reduction. 
This mine for many years paid handsome 
dividends to its owners. Owing to the low 
price at which this metal has sold in the 
markets lately, there is not much profit in 
its present working. 
Copper has a wide distribution in na­ 
ture, being found 111 most parts of the 
world. It is one of the few metals that 
occur- in the metallic state in nature, for 
which reason it was ¡11 us»- by primitive 
man long before lie learned to extract it 
from its on-. It also jioss sse» properties 
that impart to it a special value. It is 
malleable alone, but may l»e hardened by 
alloying with other metals, as with tin, 
producing bronze,and with zinc, producing 
brass. It fuses readily, and when polished 
is a beautiful metal, 
POSSESSING A UK it COLOR 
And considerable luster. Copper was an 
article of commerce in America in the 
time of the monnd builders, and perhaps 
earlier, as the mine- of metallic copper on 
the shores of Lake Superior appear to have 
been extensively worked by a people con­ 
cerning whom there exists now 110 tradi­ 
tion or record. I11 the days of the alchy- 
mists copper was named from Venn.», atul 
given the same astronomical sign, in later 
times this metal has become indispensable, 
and it is fortunate that its distribution i­ 
so general over the surface of the earth. 
W hile some of it- ore- have been found 
very rich, the greater portion of the world’.» 
product has been obtained from those of 
low grade. This has heretofore not been 
generally understood, especially in < 'a I i fur­ 
nia, where not until recently hav. any at­ 
tempts been made to utilize the poor; va­ 
rieties of ore. 
UOTTKit’s CLAY. 
Another source of wealth to this valley 
is a large body of superior potter’s clay, 
said to he the very best upon the eoag, 
which is shipped in carload lots to Oakland 
and Sacramento manufacturers. Clay may 
be defined as a hydrated silicate of alum­ 
ina, contaminated, more or less, by various 
impurities mechanically intermixed with 
it. It is frequently colored by metallic 
oxides, and generally contains a small 
¡•.untity of alkali. Clay is the prodiif ol 
il "■omposed crystalline rocks, brought 
down by the streams in former ages, and 
deposited on the bottoms of lakes, -c;:.-, and 
other bodies of water. Glacial action has, 
no doubt, assisted the work of comminut­ 
ing these rocks. 
* Pure clay when thoroughly incorporated 
with water becomes plastic, but when 
baked loses this property and h ■ .¿unes 
hard. As it shrinks in baling something 
has to he added to 0 *111- 
teract this tendency. The 
■nature of thi- addition 
differs with the require­ 
ments of the potter, and 
to determine what this 
should lie often severely 
test- his skill. For mak­ 
ing 
SOME VARIETIES OF POlt- 
CELAIX, 
A portion of infusorial 
eartli is mixed with the 
clay. For making some 
other fine wares, quartz 
and feldspar are used, 
powdered brick, sand, etc., 
being employed for coarser 
varieties. The addition of 
these foreign sulistances di­ 
minishes the plasticity of 
the clay and render- it 
more porous. Vessels in­ 
tended to hold fluids, V - 
fore being baked 
are 
coated with a material 
that, fusing rapidly, acts 
as a llnx, and glazing the 
surface fills tip the pore-. 
Cnglazed pottery is called 
terra cotta. Porcelain is 
glazed by being dipped 
into a thin mud of finely-* 
powdered feldspar.

these foreign substaneesj

ITS CLIMATE. 
This valley lies about 335 feet above 
the sea level. Its climate is neither dis­ 
agreeably cold in winter nor unpleasantly 
warm ¡11 summer, the thermometer rang­ 
ing from 75° to 95° in summer aud from 
30° to 60° in winter. 
Light frosts occur 
during the winter and in the early spring, 
but ice seldom forms in the valley, and 
snow, which rarely falls, never remains on 
the ground. However warm the days may 
be in summer, and sometimes it reaches 
100°, the nights arc always cool and re­ 
freshing. The valley i- protected from 
very high winds by the hills, which 
environ it upon three sides. The health 
stati-tics of this valley compare favorably 
with any similar locality of equal altitude. 
No epidemics ever prevailed in this sec­ 
tion, and good pure water Is obtainable 
anywhere by sinking from twelve to six­ 
teen feet. 
THE AVERAGE ANNUAL RAINFALL 
\ arics from 16 to 20 inches, hut owing to 
the favorable character of the soil, the 
close proximity of water to the surface 
and the total absence of dry north winds 
which prevail in other localities, 10 inches 
of rain will secure a good crop. Sutter 
and Dry creeks flow through this valley 
from east to west and connect in its western' 
boundary. 
Quail, doves, hare, rabbits, snipe ami 
ducks arc found ¡11 quite an abundance 
either in the valley or on the adjacent 
hills. A few deer still find convenient 
hiding places in the dense chaparral and 
cheruisal that U nder on the cast and 
north of the valley. 
< in approaching the valley from the east 
one secs before him a little round luisin- 
like valley, hemmed 111 by undulating hills 
not unlike a grand system of levees. 
I Kitted here and thereover the valley, 
cozy farm-houses repose amidst forests of 
ornamental trees, such as the cedar, locust, 
eucalyptus, walnut, poplar, aliantlius, and 
mountain pine. On either side of these 
farm-houses 
GREEN FIELDS OF CORN. 
Alfalfa, hops, and vegetable gardens pre­ 
sent a pleasant contrast to the dry, gray 
hills beyond, and aided by a blue, arching 
sky, form a beautiful summer picture of 
this emerald valley. Back, towards the 
east, “ hills peep o’er hills and Alps on 
Alps arise;” still further 011 in the dis­ 
tance the snow-capped Sierra- lift their 
hoary peaks into the -ky, as if they would 
shut out the Orient from this Western 
Empire. Far away to the west thedim lv- 
bluc Coast Range hounds the vision of the 
observer, while on the south grim old 
Diablo stands watching ihe centuries as 
they _ ass. 
I11 the absence ot hooks and newspapers 
the early pioneer was compelled to fall 
hack on novels and other light literature 
which found its way to this western eountrv 
in 1849 and I80G. It was no unusual 
thing ¡11 tluisc days to see a miner o ra 
herder sitting at the door of his temporary 
habitation, or cabin as then called, reading 
a novel. It was ¡11 Ibis way that Thomas 
Brown, “ a young man of fine literary en­ 
tertainments, while reading one of Bul- 
wci’s historical romances, entitled “ H er­ 
culaneum, or the Last Days of Pompeii,” 
toon me an admirer of t he character and 
uamo ot the heroine of the story, to whom 
the author had given the appellation 1 f 
lone. It occurred to"*voung Brown that 
trns would be a most appropriate name fur 
this beautiful valley, and accordinglv it 
was . 0 christened 
IONE CITY. 
Ihe town of lone is in a 1110-t prosper­ 
ous and thriving condition, containing a 
population of from 1,000 m 1.200, and is 
pleasantly located 011 a level site at the 
base of a line of low hills that mark the 
upper boundary of the valley. The site of 
this business-like city was located in 1849 
by 1 liornas Rickey as a farm, hut owing to 
the discovery of rich placer mines in the 
immediate vicinity, it was soon occupied 
by miners and business men lor resi­ 
dences and business place:, who pitched 
their tents in promt-cuon- croups, or built 
their cabins regardless of lines or boun­ 
daries. and wt re a- equally unconcerned as 
U) tbi- name of their abiding place. Hence 
for a time the camp received from the 
miners—according to the whim of the mo­ 
ment or the humor of the party*—such ap­ 
pellations as ' Bed Bug,” “ Free/cout,” 
“ Dead Dog,” etc. But, thanks to the 
thoughtful Tom. Brown, these probably 
applicable and suggestive names were short­ 
lived. The Amador branch railroad con­ 
nects lone with the prosperous town of 
Galt, in Sacramento county, twentv-seven 
miles distant, on the line of the Western 
Bacilio Railroad. Ihe people of this sec­ 
tion are therefore within a few hours’ ride 
of Sacramento, the capital of the State, 
ami San Francisco, the metropolis.

T., K. of 1*., Chosen Friends 
and other secret and beneficial organiza 
lions have prosperous and thrifty Lodges 
here. The people, as a rule, are social and 
verv hospitable. The Masons and Odd 
Fellow-own jointly a fine two-story brick 
building, the upper story of which they 
occupy as a Lodge-room. The first floor is 
used for a public library and as a millinery 
store. From [one to Jackson, the county 
seat, it i- 12 miles; Sutter Creek, 12’; 
Amador City, 10; Dry town. 1 0; Oleta, 20 ; 
1’lynmuth, 14; \ oleano, 22. Connections 
with all these places are made by stage and 
telegraph. 
BUSINESS HOUSES. 
I-or a town of its siz.c lone < itv presents 
the best showing in a business way of any 
town in the State. Her merchants are 
wide-awake, active and energetic. 
Her 
citizens are loyal to their home and sec­ 
tion. The town is in a 
prosperous condition, and 
will continue to grow as 
the country develops, un­ 
til it will become a largo 
inland city. B. Isaacs & 
Bros, arc large dealers in 
g e n e ra l merchandise, 
clothing, etc., occupying 
commodious quarters in a 
large two-story brick on 
the corner of Main and 
Church streets, opposite 
the Commercial Hotel. 
The senior member of 
this firm, now one of the 
wealthiest men in the 
valley, went to that sec­ 
tion an itinerant pedlar. 
He to-day is one of Ione’s 
most public-spirited citi­ 
zens, and perhaps has done 
more than any other man 
in the valley to build up 
its trade, and otherwise 
improve it.

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THE GOOD LUCK OF A 
FRENCH MINER. 
YOUNG 


Site of M axim ilian's Palace and the 
Place in W hich Hernán Cortes 
Kngaged in Agriculture. 
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[Special Correspondence oi the Record-Unios.) 
C u ern a v a ca (ilex.), July 20, 1887. 
This ancient town, which is now capital 
of the State of Morelos, as it was once 
that of the Tlahuica nation, has a popu­ 
lation of alxiut 17,000, and its quaint 
name, literally translated, means “ horning 
cows.” It was one of the thirty cities 
which the Spanish sovereign, Carlos V, 
gave to Cortes, and afterwards it formed 
part of the estates of the Dukes do Monk- 
leone, who represented the Cortes family 
for many generations. Away hack in the 
fourteentli cent-ury, when the Tlahuicos 
Indians founded the town, they called it 
t^uauhnahuas—signifying “ near to the 
lieautiful hills”—a much more appropri­ 
ate name than that bestowed by the usurp­ 
ers, who conquered and took possession of 
the city in the spring of 1521. 
I.ving at an elevation of less than five 
• thousand feet above the sea—on a spur of 
land jutting out from the mountains be­ 
tween two barrancas, or ravines, of great 
length and dizzy bight—and being «veil 
supplied with heat and water, its vegeta­ 
tion is exceptionally luxuriant, even for 
the tropics, and the suburbs 
•ONE CONTINUOUS CARDEN. 
The early writers in Mexico have all 
celebrated in glowing terms, not only the 
beauty and the delightful climate of Cuer 
navaca, but the strength of its situation, 
which—being extended oil one side by the 
steepest of hills, and ou the other by a ter­ 
rible ravine through which surged an im­ 
passable torrent—theTlahuicas considered 
absolutely impregnable. But those guile- 
lsss savages had not reckoned on the greedy 
enterprise of the Spaniards, who crossed 
the stupendous barranca from above, after 
felling huge trees, whose branches formed 
an immense bridge formen and horses. It 
is said that the primitive causeway proved 
a regular A1 Serat to the invaders, many 
of whom perished in the passage by tumb­ 
ling into the abyss below. 
After the subjugation of its original pos­ 
sessors, Cuernavaca attracted to itself a 
host of Spanish adventurers, hut none of 
them so successful as Hernán Cortes, the 
“ Marquis of the valley.” Here he built 
a beautiful country residence for his young 
and beautiful second wife, and for a time 
devoted himself to agricultural pursuits, 
with ardor equaled only by that with which 
he had pursued his neighbors, the Indians, 
only a few years before. To find 
El, PAI.ACIO HE CORTEZ, 
As it is still called, go down the main 
street leading to the eastern part of the 
town, and you cannot miss the venerable 
structure which the conqueror erected for 
his own dwelling, wherein he planned the 
cultivation of his ample estate, and later 
oontrived the discovery of the California 
Gulf and peninsula. 
To Cortez the Cuernavaca planters were 
directly indebted for the introduction of 
merino sheep (whose wool is now one of 
the staple products of the State), and also 
—it is said—for the first sugar-cane that 
ever lifted its tasseled |head beneath the 
burning sun of Mexico. These tilings 
transpired right here in this vale of Cuer­ 
navaca, and three centuries and a half 
ago; and to-day not only the ancient 
castle, with its battfemented roof and wide 
arched entrances, attest to Cortez’s indus­ 
try, but all the surrounding valleys as well 
with their waving billows of succulent 
cane.The castle itself, still in a good state of 
preservation, is now occupied as a Court­ 
house, and of course lias undergone some 
changes which entered not into the plan of 
the original proprietor. The vast structure 
rises directly aoove the eastern barranca, 
and from its upper corridor—where the 
halls of justice are now located—one may 
gain 
A MAGNIFICENT VIEW 
Of town and country. The houses of 
Cuernavaca are mostly of stone, all over­ 
grown with vines and surrounded by gar­ 
dens. The domes and spires of several 
churches point heavenward through the 
trees and hundreds of lovely cane cottages 
are hidden beneath au 
Unbroken roof of leaves, 
Underneath whose sloping eaves 
The shadows hardly move,” 
Here also is a convent for Franciscans,and 
a massive old church which Cortes built, 
believing that he had laid the foundation 
of a great city. Everything seemed to 
favor his idea, not only the unrivalled 
climate and the beauty of the situation, 
but the abundance of water (a rare bless­ 
ing in Mexico), fine trees, delicious fruits 
inexhaustible mines in the immediate 
neighborhood, and its nearness to the na­ 
tional capital. Despite all these advant­ 
ages, however, it has never been a place of 
especial importance, except as the resort 
during a portion of the year for a few 
wealthy Mexican and fewer American 
tourists. 
EMPEROR M AXIMILIAN 
Also built a palace here, which is now 
used as a school-house and is known as El 
Colegio de las Ninas. A handsome though 
neglected old garden adjoins it, within 
which bananas and palms are flourishing 
amid a wilderness of flowers; but all about 
the premises seems as -ad and ruinous as 
the fortunes of the royal adventurer from 
Miramar. This charming retreat cost the 
short-lived Emperor an enormous sum, but 
he occupied it only from January to Octo- 
l>er in t he year 1806. The view from the 
house is superb, the snow-clad j'eaks of the 
twin volcanoes, Dopocatipetl and Txiacci- 
haetl, being in full view, though 25 miles 
to the eastward. 
One of Cuernavaca's greatest attractions 
is the “Garden of Lalxirde,” which was 
laid out by a lucky Frenchman of that 
name nearly a century and a half ago. In 
1.41 I-a borde came to Mexico, then very 
poor and very young, hut by a series of for­ 
tunate mining speculations he soon became 
immensely wealthy. Once he lost his vast 
fortune, hut regained it in a few years, and 
at his death gave it all to the church. 
Here in Oueniaviiea 
HE BUILT A “ BUENO RETIRO,” 
Or pleasure garden, on a more magnificent 
scale than any that had been attempted 
since the days of the Aztec and Tezcuosau 
monarch*. i hi.- splendid work «if nesrlv 
a hundred and fifty years ago is still in 
tolerable preservation, and visitors are ad­ 
mitted to all its beauties, to remain as long 
as they please, at the cost of a real (12 
cents) per capita. Adjoining the grounds 
arc a church aud convent, also founded bv 
the pious Laborde, which are now going 
rapidly to decay. This grim old pile of 
buildings runs back from one of the prin­ 
cipal streets of the town to the brink of the 
western ravine—and wild tales are told 
of ghosts in cowls and heuqien girdles 
prowling about this portion of the bar­ 
ranca. At the angles of the high and 
massive walls beUerucs arise, directly aliove 
the. dark ravine and overlooking its wind­ 
ing oeurse. commanding a beautiful pros­ 
pect oi the great reach of mountain and 
plain to the south and west. From the 
center <*f the garden br«sd stone ways lead 
up to these oeffetvto, covered with hard 
plat:- painted rod and white, and bordered 
witn stoiis pillars supporting vases,>1' flow­ 
ers.

What 
a paradise it must have been in the time of 
its fortunate young owner—and what a 
charming retreat for the unctious parties 
who subsequently caine into its possession.' 


once the good monks mortified the flesh. 
Below the town there are vast sugar es­ 
tates, many of the haciendas dating from 
the jieriod of the conquest, and each pro­ 
ducing not less "than a million pounds of 
sugar per annum, besides a fair quota of 
coffee, cocoa, etc. These haciendas have 
great mills, equipped with the best ma­ 
chinery known for crushing the cane, 
evaporating ami crvstalizing the juice and 
distilling rum from the refuse. In them­ 
selves they do not cover a great extent of 
territory, but undoubtedly monopolize all 
the fertile lands of the region. This fair 
valley is a most delightful place to visit; 
hut offers not the faintest show of induce­ 
ment to favor capital as a place of resi­ 
dence.

A K otrospective View o f their O pera­ 
tions, H istory, Etc. 
[S. F. Alta, July 2sth.) 
The Federal inquiry now being made 
will, as we have said, rank with the search­ 
ing Parliamentary investigations by Com­ 
mission, in which are preserved the indus­ 
trial and business history of Great Britain 
for the long period between the battle of 
Waterloo and the final acceptance ef free 
trade in 1846. That is a story that stretches 
from Pittt to Peel, and the details which 
make it up s ere but little noted by con­ 
temporary historians and politicians. 
In the case of the Pacific roads the poli­ 
ticians have intruded from the friendly and 
the unfriendly side, but, as a rule, their ap­ 
pearance has been that of self-interested 
partisans, and too often of men who were 
inqiroperly influenced. 
The result has been that one sideof a re­ 
markable history has secured but little 
public attention, while the other side has 
supplied the material for what we have 
called the mythology of scandal. 
Now the uninspired history is¡ crystaliz- 
ing in the hands of the Commission, and it 
will present features instructive and ad­ 
monitory to business men the world over. 
The press of California, of late years, has 
made much sport of our capitalists who 
were offered a chance to own the Central 
Pacific road, and they have seemed to have 
missed an enviable investment. But the 
event may prove that men like Michael 
Reese had a foresight not altogether to be 
decried. The difficulties of construction 
and operation of a railroad over the moun­ 
tains and through the deserts to Ogden, 
which engineers said were insurmountable, 
operated as a powerful check to the cupid­ 
ity or enterprise of capitalists. This check 
was net offset by the great area of the land 
grant, when its character was measured 
against acreage, for it was and largely re­ 
mains the most forbidding desert and 
mountain land on the continent, though 
the lively imagination of the East has seen 
in it always the same characteristics as 
were in the rich prairie lands of Iowa, Illi­ 
nois and Nebraska, which were given as 
subsidies to railroad corporations. The 
desert on which men died of thirst in the 
days of overland wagon trains has not been 
redeemed and made to blossom by the transit 
of railroad trains, and it was undoubtedly 
due to their knowledge of it, acquired by 
experience, that California capitalists re­ 
fused the chance to invest in the stock of a 
railroad that must run for so many hun­ 
dreds of miles through a country abso­ 
lutely unpromising of local traffic. A land 
grant road in Iowa or Illinois bad the use 
of its acreage as a basis of credit for the 
placing of its bonds ; but the utility of the 
subsidy did not end with its use as the 
foundation of a mortgage. It was sold to 
cultivators and began to produce tonnage, 
and upon it was settled a population that 
traveled in passenger cars, and so the de­ 
velopment of the country, thrended upon 
the land "rant roads and promoted by 
them, supplied the means of their prosper­ 
ity. In .his way the products of Iowa, 
drawn from the soil, pay to the railways 
of that State $35,000,000 annually in freights. 
If the lands given to the Central Pacific 
in Utah and Nevada alone had been capa­ 
ble of settlement and production on an 
equal scale, they would by this time be 
producing tonnage of a volume that would 
yield to that road $70,000,000 a year in 
freights. But they are located ou 'mount­ 
ains and desert, and perhaps after centuries 
have gone by will not have been mate­ 
rially changed, but will be a3 insusceptible 
of supporting a population as they were 
when the first construction gangs dug their 
dusty way across the thirsty desert. If the 
foreken of California capitalists took in all 
these considerations, we must withdraw 
the impeachment of their craft which has 
so long been common in this State. 
That impeachment was based upon (lie 
fact that when the stock of the Central Pa­ 
cific was put ou sale in this city, and its 
market place was made attractive by a 
brass band and blazing handbills, like 'the 
front of a dime museum, after six weeks’ 
earnest effort only one man bought, and lie 
took ten shares at ten cents a share! But 
why should the stock sell ? Money at that 
time was worth two and three per cent, a 
month, and why should it have been in- 
ves'ed in two streaks of rust and a right of 
way across a desert? The personal liability 
clause in our State laws made a stock­ 
holder in a corporation liable for his pro 
rata of its debts, aud this one promised 
more debt than dividend. After the road 
had been in operation three years its stock 
was sold at tliiitecn cents a share, and a 
little later at ten cents again, and the takers 
were as shy as when they refused the ner- 
suasions of the brass band. 
But there is still room for wonder that 
investors did not forest the valueless char­ 
acter of most of the land gram, in consider­ 
ation of the Federal bond subsidy of $27,­ 
855,680. But this wonder evaporates when 
financiers recall the fact that when these 
bonds were issued Federal bonds were not 
wliat they are now. The discount on them 
then was greater than the highest premium 
they have borne since. The $27,855,680 in 
bonds loaned to the Central Pacific realized 
for that corporation $20,735,606 in cash, a 
discount of $7,120,073. 
But the Central Pacific has to pay the 
Government interest ou the face of the 
bonds, and we may well conceive it possi­ 
ble that the sharp capitalists of California 
were aware that the interest on the dis­ 
count, on the sum that the road did not 
get. would at the maturity of the bonds 
equal $20,000,000, or nearly as much as the 
amount of cash it realized’out of the whole 
subsidy. Looking back at it, we must con­ 
fess that the Government subsidy was more 
of a delusion and a snare than it was a ben­ 
efit, and one must be very enthusiastic by 
nature to admire the financiering which 
sought to borrow Federal bonds at all under 
such an enormous penalty. 
It has often been said, ami truly, that the 
construction of the Pacific railways was a 
war measure, though both political parties, 
in their ante-bellum platforms of 1860, had 
demanded that the Government should 
subsidize a transcontinental road. Any­ 
way. the work was done under the war de­ 
pression of securities aud inflation of 
priees. but when completed, its revenues, 
out of which the debt to the Government 
must be paid, were reduced by the Govern­ 
ment patronage of other transcontinental 
roads, which left its first debtors to skirm­ 
ish with competition, and largely destroyed 
its power to meet its engagements. In "ad­ 
dition to this, the Government, in its own 
transportation of military and other 
freights, has often paid cash freights to 
roads that owed it nothing, instead of con­ 
fining its transportation to the debtor 
roads. 
This is a hasty sketch of the history of 
the geatest transaction in finance aud con­ 
struction on the continent, and there is so 
much in it to vindicate the judgment of the 
capitalists who stayed out of it, that it will 
serve to admonish and instruct the busi­ 
ness world. 
With this erperience recorded and 
known, we question much whether it 
would be possible to-day, with the same 
means, the game land and bond subsidy, 
tbe same conditions of depression in se­ 
curities and inflation of prices, to find any­ 
body who would undertake to duplicate 
tbe work, even under the high pressure of 
hopeful enthusiasm and desperate courage 
which is one of the Rcetompaninients c¿ a 
great war.

Beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, 
with three-fourths of a cup of sugar, 
spread over the top of the pudding, and 
brown slightly in the oven. It should be 
perfectly cold when eaten. 
StuflHed Eggs for Supper.—Boil ten eggs 
hard, take off the shell, then cut off one- 
third of the egg. Take out all the yolks 
and mix with a little bread previously 
soaked in milk till soft. Melt a piece of 
butter, size of an egg, add this, and season 
with pepper and dissolved mustard and 
salt till it has the right flavor. Bind it 
together with one or two raw eggs. This 
mixture must not he very thin. Stuff' it 
into the hard-lioiled eggs, rounding over 
the top. I'lace the remainder of dressing 
in the middle of a dish and the ten stuffed 
eggs round it. Bake ten or fifteen minutes 
till brown. 
Rice Croquettes.—The receipt will make 
seven or eight small ones: ( hie-half cup of 
rice steamed in one cup of milk till soft, 
two small eggs beaten and cooked in the 
rice; add a little sugar and salt to taste, 
onc-half grated lemon, one large spoonful 
melted butter. When cold, mold into 
shape, with a little flour on the hands. 
Beat up one egg; into this roll the cro­ 
quettes, then in powdered crackers and 
fry in hot lard. They must brown over 
quickly, but, if not hot inside, lift the ket­ 
tle from the fire and let them cook a little 
longer. Take them up on a soft pajier on a 
dish to absorb all grease. 
A Health-Giving Diet.—Indian corn 
contains a large amount of nitrogen, has 
anticonstipating qualities, is easily assimi­ 
lated, cheap and very nutritive. A doctor

Fruit S;«oiigc.—Strawberries, raspiierries 
or blackberries may be used in the follow­ 
ing recipe for a delicious cold dessert : 
Soak half a package of gelatine two hours 
in a half cupful of water. Mash a quart of 
strawberries and add half a cupful of sugar 
to them. Boil half a cupful of sugar with 
a cupful of water gently for twenty min­ 
utes. Hub the berries through a sieve 
Add the gelatine to the boiling syrup and 
take from the fire immediately ; then add 
the berries. Set the whole in a pan of ice 
water aud beat five minutes. Add the 
whites of four eggs and heat till the mixt­ 
ure begins to thicken. Put into molds and 
set away to harden. Serve with cream 
and sugar. 


A WONDERFUL TRUMPET. 
C onversation C arried On O ver a D b tan ce 
of N early Five M iles. 
A Chicago Times dispatch from Cinein- 
nati says: At Fernbank, seven miles from 
this city, are the workshop and laboratory 
of Harvey B. Cox, a young electrician, 
who though known to but few here is at­ 
tracting the attention of scientists and 
electricians in this country and Europe 
by his inventions, in which he is as pro­ 
lific and ingenious as Edison. His latest 
device is a trumpet, to be used for tele­ 
phoning at sea, on which he has been 
working for some months. The invention 
is the outgrowth of his discovery of the 
great distance an echo or reverberation 
will carry, and the discovery that speak­ 
ing-trumpets, if made to give the same 
fundamental note, would vibrate and pro­ 
duce the same phenomena known m ac­ 
oustics as sympathy. 
With this trumpet, conversation in an 
ordinary tone of voice was carried on be­ 
tween persons four and one-fourth miles 
apart. People sitting in their windows, 
on their porches, a mile away, conversing 
in an ordinary tone, could be distinctly 
heard, and in a couple of instances they 
were told the nature of their conversation, 
and they admitted that such had taken 
place. By listening to the whistle of a 
train and tracing it to and beyond Fern- 
back to Lawrenceburg, Ind., it was found 
that the instrument has a well-defined 
range of twenty-six miles. That is, a loud 
sound like a locomotive whistle or the 
rumbling of a traincan he distinctly heard 
at a distance of thirteen miles in every 
direction. 
Conversation was readily carried on be­ 
tween two persons on high hills on op­ 
posite sides of the Ohio river, about four 
and a half miles apart. Tests made on 
the water showed that the trumpet was 
even more available than on land. The 
instrument will be patented as soon as it is 
perfected. 


How to Sec the M ountains on th e M oon. 
<>f course, the first tiling the observer 
will wish to see will be the mountains of 
the moon, for every one has heard of them, 
and the most sluggish immaginatian is 
stirred by the thought that one can look 
off into the sky and behold the “ eternal 
hills ” of another planet as solid and sub­ 
stantial as oar own. But the chances arc 
that, if left to their own guidance, ninety- 
nine persons out of a hundred would choose 
exactly the wrong time to sec these moun­ 
tains. At any rate, thatjis my ex|«erience 
with people who have come to look at the 
moon through my telescope. 
Unless 
warned beforehand, they invariably wait 
until full moon, when the flood of sun­ 
shine jioured perpendicularly upon the 
face of our satellite conceals its rug­ 
ged features as effectually as if a 
veil had been drawn over them. Begin 
your observations with the appearance of 
the narrowest crescent of the new moon, 
and follow it as it gradually fills, and 
then you will see how beautifully the 
advancing line of lunar sunrise reveals 
the mountains, over whose slopes and 
peaks it is climbing, hv its ragged and sin­ 
uous outline. The observer must keep in 
mind the fact that he is looking straight 
down iiton the tops of the lunar moun­ 
tains. It is like a view from a balloon, 
only at a vastly greater bight than any 
balloon has ever attained. Even witli a 
powerful microscope the observer sees the 
moon at ail apparent distance of several 
hundred miles, while with a field-glass, 
magnifying six diameters, the moon ap­ 
pears as if forty thousand miles off. The 
apparent distance with Galileo's telescope 
was eight thousand miles. Recollect how 
when seen from a great bight the rugos­ 
ities of the earth’s surface flatten out aud 
disappear, and then try to imagine how 
the highest mountains on the earth would 
loi>k if you were suspended forty thousand 
mile* above them, and you wiil. perhaps, 
rather wonder at the fact' that the moon’s 
mountains can be seen at all.—From “ As­ 
tronomy villi an Opera-Glass." bp Garrrtt I'. 
Serriss, in papular Science Monthly for .lu- 
gust.

The Necessity of Keeping Up the 
Fertility of the Soil—The Best 
M ethods of Doing It. 


There is nothing of more importance to 
the California farmer at the present time 
than to change present methods of agri- 
«•ulture hv the adoption of the use of fer­ 
tilizers in such quantity and kinds as to 
prevent the impoverishment of our lands. 
The custom that has heretofore been in 
vogue, as frequently remarked by the 
R ecoud-Union, to constantly take from the 
soil 
without 
auy return of plant 
food by artificial process, will in time bring 
an end to profitable cultivation, and make 
a blossoming heritage an unprofitable 
waste. The wonderful prodigality of Na­ 
ture in providing California with a seeming 
inexhaustible soil and matchless climate 
for producing vegetable growth, must not 
lie ['resumed u[xm as an intention on 
the part of the beneficent Creator to be a 
carte blanche for man’s perpetual and 
unstinted abuse of that glorious bounty. 
AVe have already presumed too much, 
enough to constitute an unpardonable sin, 
and its fully time to commence to consider 
and perform our duty in the matter of giv­ 
ing back to our lands in pro[>ortion as we 
take from their strength, in order that they 
may he perpetuated in quality, not only 
for the good of presentowners, but for their 
succeeding generations. 
The following remarks of Hon. J. J. II. 
Gregory, at a recent meeting of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Farmer’s Club, will he of inter­ 
est upon this important subject: 


n a t u r e ’s w a y o k m a n u r in g . 
Now, Nature’s way of manuring is how, 
is what? 
She drops her leaves, her 
twigs, her hark and her decaying vegeta­ 
tion anywhere she [pleases on the surface 
of the earth. These are decomposed, and 
the rocks below them are decomposed, 
also, by the action of the elements and all 
plant food is made in that way. Well, 
now, if we are going back to nature’s 
primitive, original way, we must go a 
good way hack of where we arc now. I 
speak of our present farming methods. 
Everything that is put on in the shape of 
manures is different from nature’s way. 
It is artificial. We do not drop tilings on 
the surface of the earth to have them de­ 
compose slowly, and to have them find the 
crops or not, just as it happens, but we ap­ 
ply manures to the soil and work them in 
with harrows and cultivators. We put on 
so much for this crop, and so much for 
that crop. 
We say that such ground is 
adapted to such a crop, and such to an 
other. That is our way of farming, and it 
is artificial. Our way of manuring is arti 
ficial. If our fertilizers are artificial, so is 
the form of harnvard manure. 
It is a de­ 
parture from the natural way of feeding 
plants. If the fertilizer man is concerned 
in this way, lie can turn around and show 
them that they are concerned in the same 
manner. 
BAYNYARD MANURE AN ADVANCE STEP. 
Now, the use of barnyard manure is one 
step in advance of the natural method. 
Decomposition in it is carried furtherthan 
it is by the natural method. It is a quicker 
process and more concentrated than the 
natural process, and plant feeding by fer­ 
tilizers is one step in advance along the 
same line of progress. What are the ele­ 
ments of barnyard manure? The same as 
you find in these plants which nature 
makes. Barnyard manure is made by the 
animals eating these plants, and in that 
manure is found the elements of the plants. 
What are fertilizers ? Fertilizers have in 
them the same element? that harnvard 
manure has in it, only in a more concen­ 
trated form. Barnyard manure, in turn, 
is more concentrated than nature’s wav of 
decomposing various plants on the surface 
of the earth. 
TH E COW’S STOMACH A LABORATORY. 
Now, we talk about fertilizers as being 
the product of the laboratory and an arti­ 
ficial thing. Did you ever think of a 
cow’s stomach as a laboratory ? It is, and 
the digestive process is going on a* if the 
food were in the laboratory. The manure 
is tiie product of chemical processes; they 
are not more such products than is barn­ 
yard manure, which lias passed througl 
the laboratory of the cow. There is a won 
derful arrangement of the digestive organs 
of cows, horses, sheep and oxen, and in 
them chemistry does its work. The pro­ 
cess is tiie same in both cases, only we have 
more bulk in the case of the animal pro­ 
duct, and less hulk in case of fertilizers. 
The difference is simply a matter of bulk. 
And when you take into consideration the 
elements in barnyard manures, and the 
elements in fertilizers, they are the same 
precisely. The essential elements are the 
same in all their variety, hut one is merely 
more connentratod, and that is all the dif­ 
ference there is in them. You can take 
barnyard manure, and from it manufact­ 
ure commercial fertilizer. It can all he 
changed by a simple process. Y'ou can get 
from the manure nitrogen and phosphoric 
acid and potash, as well .os from the phos­ 
phate rock of South Carolina, or from the 
bones or flesh of anin a's, or from any other 
source whatever. 
BOXES AND FLESH. 
When you come to look at it, you find 
that the hones and flesh arc made from the 
very same food tlint makes the manure. 
In one case the matter takes one form, hnd 
in the other it takes another. The com­ 
mercial fertilizer manufacturer takes tiie 
hones and flesh of your animals to get 
plant food from. What difference does it 
make to your plants whether it come from 
the animal or from the fertilizer ? They 
both come from the same source. So as it 
matter of reason, fertilizer and its use is 
on the same line of progress that we were 
on when wc advanced from nature’s way 
to the use of barnyard manure. Now, one 
great difference bi-tween barnyard manure 
and fertilizer is that everything is availa­ 
ble in the fertilizer for the crop. How do 
von know what the crop needs? You 
know by analyzing it. IIow do you know 
what a house is made of? You take the 
different part» and see. So you can see 
what your crop is made of. 
’ 
DIFFERENCE BETWEEN BARNYARD MAN­ 
URE AND FERTILIZER. 
In using barnyard manure you find that 
there is a difference between ’that and fer­ 
tilizer in this respect, that it hits the same 
elements as the fertilizer, l>ut they arc not 
in the same condition. Some of the ele­ 
ments are latent. The nitrogen is almost 
wholly latent, and is not ready to be taken 
up until it undergoes some changes. But 
nitrogen in the form of sulphate of am­ 
monia and nitrate of soda is all ready to 
he taken up by the plants. From the fact 
that the nitrogen in the harnvard manure 
is not ready to ho taken up by the plants at 
first, and undergoes change slowly, you 
have got to put a good deal more on in or­ 
der to give the plant enough to take up. 
So there is a leakage in barnyard mannre, 
because that element is not in suitable 
form for the plants. It is not so with the 
potash and phosphoric acid, because the 
plants will immediately receive la-nefit 
from them. Ammonia, as soon as it gets 
free, leaches down into the soil and wastes 
in the drainage of thesoil. 
Now, then, suppose a man says that he 
will let all the nitrogen go, that he will 
put oil phosphoric acid and jiotash, and if 
the plants don’t find it this year, next 
years crop will. This is not the way you 
put money at interest. It wonld be like 
putting money into a hank without getting 
any interest U[>on it for a year. You would 
not call that a wise investment. 
You 
would want to get your interest on it from 
the time you put it in. Now, take that as 
an illustration of tiie use of fertilizers. 
The question conies, shall you apply ferti­ 
lizer or barnyard manure? You áre not 
going to put on what will not be profita­ 
ble. But if you put on manure you must 
let a great deal of it lie over till next year, 
and thus Jiw r, year’s interest. If you put 


on fertilizers it is not so. The crop takes i 
it up for the first year, and you can regu­ 
late the food according to the plants. 
ROTATION OF CROPS. 
From this follows one result as a corol­ 
lary, and that is that where you list- fertil­ 
izers, you do not nets! the -system of rota­ 
tion of crops. It strikes at the foundation 
of that. 
There are certain chemical 
changes in the soil bv which certain kinds 
of [dant food are set free. Tiie great rea­ 
son for rotation is that the plants we put 
on one year take out certain elements and 
leave others. If we put on another crop 
the second year, it will find some of these 
others. So we go on for three or four years 
in rotation. Rut with commercial fertil­ 
izers we put on what the crop needs and it 
takes it tip at once. There is nothing left 
for another crop. We are not obliged to 
[ait in anything for a second year. We 
put in ,*ust what the crop wants, and not 
trouble ourselves about any future crops. 
Now, in regard to barnyard manure, It 
strikes me that there is not too much em­ 
phasis to lie [>ut upon tlie fact that you 
cannot get all the elements tlie first year. 
The percentage is about one-half per cent, 
of nitrogen, one-half per cent, of potash. 
You cannot always find what the crop 
wants of these elements without giving it 
too much Crojis need different amounts of 
food. It is not necessary to go the whole 
length of the Stockbridge theory in order 
to admit this. Some need more ammonia, 
anil some more potash. I use the words 
ammonia and nitrogen interchangeably 
They are about the same thing, except 
that ammonia has one-half per cent, of 
hydrogen, so that in ammonia there is one- 
filth more of plant food than there is to 
be obtained in nitrogen. Therefore I 
say that if you want to feed a crop a 
great deal of nitrogen, you must put on 
a great deal more phosphoric acid and 
potash in barn manure than you want in 
order to get enough potash. There is one 
weakness in the barnyard manure. You 
have to get a great deal more of one ele­ 
ment in order to get enough of another. 
It would be like ordering the same propor­ 
tions of materials for building different 
kinds of houses. It would be like having 
as many boards and bricks to build a 
wooden house, where you want the bricks 
for nothing hut chimneys, as for a brick 
house. The wise man will see that he lias 
bricks and boards for each house according 
to his needs. This is the principle of fer­ 
tilizers. You give the plants the elements 
tliev want, just as a man would adapt his 
quantity of bricks and boards to the differ­ 
ent houses. He would give a few bricks 
to tlie house where they were wanted only 
for a chimney, and make his supply of 
liourds large in proportion. So much for a 
few general remarks. 
I hare made this subject somewhat 
prominent, because I am myself using a 
great many tons oi fertilizers yearly. Peo­ 
ple come to see me, as I should go to them 
in like case, to ask this question and that 
question, and to have me make suggestions 
as to their us#. I find that a good many 
have not got beyond the idea that a fertil­ 
izer is a stimulus, and that it is an artifi­ 
cial food anyway, an unnatural food, a 
costly food, a fancy food, a purely senti­ 
mental food, horn in tlie laboratory. So 
they treat it not as a real practical thing, 
something that is natural in the progres­ 
sive development of agriculture, hut as an 
exotic, a whim and caprice, that theorists 
arc endeavoring to engraft on the healthy, 
old-fashioned, stable manure, in addition 
to other things which the theorists talk 
about, but will not he of any practical 
benefit, which have got to have their run, 
but which will not pay to have very much 
to do with. They do not think that they 
are a real benefit to agriculture in thesanie 
way that manure is of advantage to crops.

liaised to that pure empv- 
rean, and surrounded by its inspiring at­ 
mosphere, your horizon has expanded and 
your obligations have increased.

arid fashioned as you are yourselves in that 
holy fire of enlightenment, it becomes your 
moral duty to feed that flame, on all occa- 
-loiis. in ail conditions, in all vicissitudes 
w hich 
checkered

changes may ever have in store, with the 
exemplifications on your part of a spirit of 
unselfishness to the fostering cares of the 
hum anities. 
W hile congratulating you, my voung 
.nends. on the opportunities you have en­ 
joyed in this city’s High School, permit 
m e <o point with the just pride of a citizen 
of this community, to an institution of 
.earning which forms at once the attraction 
and the ambition, the gladness and the sat­ 
isfaction of us all. The schools of a com­ 
m unity—and what does that mean but its 
enduring welfare and prosperity ’.’—are ever 
as good as the citizens thereof’desire them 
to be. 
To you, whose spirit and whose views, as 
th e tide of years rolls on, are trusted to 
m ake themselves conspicuously felt, to vou 
this sacred heritage—The School—shall 
look for that loving, enlightened and hu­ 
m ane support which will not only con­ 
tinue them on the level they have reached, 
but raise them to a higher, a more ideal 
perfection. 
W hat a trust then, my young 
friends, is this confided to vour care") and 
m ay this abiding faith in your worth and 
worthiness ever be the monitor of vour 
actions. 


US MARKS OF TUB STATE SUPERINTENDENT 
At the close of the exercises l’rof. Ira G. 
H oitt, State Superintendent of I’ublic In ­ 
struction, delivered the following address : 
/.a dies and Gentlemen, Parents and Friends: 
The occasion which brings us together is 
a most happy one. W e cometo greet these 
young graduates as they step from the 
sum m it of the Sacramento School Depart­ 
m ent into life as it is in this busy world of 
ours, and to bid them a heartv God speed 
and good voyage. 
I congratulate you, I’rof. Anderson, and 
your associate teachers, the pupils of the 
school, the Board of Education and the 
people of this city, upon the condition and 
standing at the Sacramento High School. 
It ranks among the first in the State. 
As 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and 
Regent of the University, I congratulate 
you all that when the students of our High 
School go out bearing the honor of its 
diplomas and present them to the Faculty 
oí the University, they are invited to enter 
at the front door of 
that institution 
w ithout the formality of 
an 
exam i­ 
nation. 
This is a s'tate of things of 
which the people of Sacramento may well 
be proud. And I say to you people of Sac­ 
ramento, and to you members of the Board 
of Education, take good care of your High 
School, as well as of the prim ary and 
gram mar schools. 
Do it because it speaks 
volumes for the intelligence and progres­ 
siveness of the people. Do it because it 
gives the sons and daughters of the poor 
m an the 
same 
opportunity with 
the 
children of the rich man to improve their 
m ental condition, and consequently their 
station in life. 
Take care of your High 
School as a business proposition, for I tell 
you that in all your business booms the 
first question which true parents, about to 
settle in any community, ask themselves is 
this: 
' W hat are the educational ad­ 
vantage for nty children?’’ The better 
your primary, vour gram mar and your 
H igh School, the more readily will stran­ 
gers desirable as citizens locate among 
you. Therefore, as a business matter take 
good care ol and give ample support to 
your High School. 
As apropos to this occasion, and to the 
greetings which have met the members of 
tb e c la " as they have performed well their 
parts. I have been thinking of the saluta­ 
tions and greetings of some of the different 
nations ol the earth. 
These greetings are as varied as the dif­ 
ferent characteristics of the people from 
which they come. 
The ancient Greeks were scholarly and 
much given to celebrations and r -joiciugs, 
and their common form of greeting was : 
“ Rejoice.” 
The ancient Romans, with their warlike 
dispositions, placed much reliance upon 
their physical strength and vigor, and pave 
a characteristic salutation : ” Salve;’ ‘‘be 
healthy 
“ be strong.” 
The Frenchm an, with his polite, gentle 
bearing and suavity of manners, greets you 
with : ” How do you carry yourself ?” ’ 
The German, with his comfortable, easy 
m anner of living, says : ” How do you 
find yourself?” 
The Dutchman, who is a hearty .liver 
and gives much thought as to what he shall 
eat and what he shall drink, meets his 
neighbor w ith: 
“ How do you fare?” 
11 H ow do you relish your meal ?” 
The Egyptian, full of the spirit of his ier- 
vid country, asks you : “ How do you per­ 
spire ?” 
The Chinese greetyou with the question : 
“ llave you eaten your rice?” 
The Arab, with his religious spirit, meets 
you with this prayer: “ May your morning 
be good.” 
The Turk, in the same spirit, w ith : “ Be 
under the care of Go i.” 
The Persian’s salutation is marked by 
extravagant compliment, and he greets yoti 
thus : “ May thy shadow never be less." 
An old English salutation in politesociety 
was : ” Save you, sir," or “ God save yoti, 
sir." 
The most common salutation among civ­ 
ilized nations is the custom of shaking 
bands, and in this country the handshak­ 
ing is accompanied by expressions like the 
following: 
• How are you?" 
“ How do 
you do?" 
W hile I do not think that any one 
of these salutations and greetings is more 
full'of meaning or furnishes more food for 
thought than our own “ How do you do?” 
I am inclined to greet the members of 
(his class to-night with the salutations of 
all nations. Therefore, young ladies and 
gentlemen. " Rejoice,” “ Be healthy,” “ Be 
strong.” 
Be careful how you carry your­ 
selves. May you find yourselves in com­ 
fortable, easy" positions, and farewell. If 
vou m ust ¡-trspire, may it be for your own 
promotion and the elevation of mankind. 
If you 
have eaten your rice, may you 
have relished your meal. 
" May your 
mornings be good," and may you “ be u s ­ 
er the care of God." “ May your shadows 
ererb eless." God save you and watch 
over you, that you may be careful how you 
are and what you do in our own loved 
California. 
Character is a development. It is not the 
result of any one act. any one resolve, or 
any one purpose of the will. It grows into 
shapes ot symmetry or ugliness, just like 
an anim al or tree. Under the rings and 
scales of the worst-looking caterpillars will 
be found folden up and hidden from hu­ 
-11811 view the gorgeous wings of the sum ­ 
m er hmtterfiy. In a little time the dull 


worm will be welcome in the blessed sun­ 
shine, the beautiful emblem of immortality. 
In the apple-seed even you w ill find, if you 
• examine it with a powerful glass, the rudi- 
! rnents of a future tree. The massive trunk. 
the widespread branches, the downward 
piercing roots with a thousand fibers, ail 
appear in clear and well-defined outlines 
to the eye of science. 
The gentle rains, the genial atmosphere, 
the gladdening sunshine and the fertile 
soil do not change the nature of the seed 
or endow it with any new properties; they 
only warm it and feed it. and supply to it 
the conditions of its developm ent: but the 
process of assimilation is its own. Its 
growth into a tree is the result of its own 
mysterious vitality. It takes its nourish­ 
ment from the ground or inhales it from 
the air, and grows from within outwards. 
It only needs that the soil be enriched and 
cultivated, and the dead branches and ca­ 
pricious sprouts be trimmed away : all the 
rest it does itself, clothing itself in its gor­ 
geous array of green leaves, shedding fra­ 
grance from its opening blossoms as from a 
thousand swinging censers, and in the 
autum n scattering its yellow fruit upon 
frosty grass, like apples of gold in pictures 
of silver. 
The history of the tree is not unlike anj* 
one of these young graduates who hear me. 
The best college ol the country, the most 
accomplished instructors that ever graced 
a Professor’s chair, can only furnish you, 
as students, with the materials for your de­ 
velopment. 
If you appropriate them to 
yourselves, you will grow up like trees 
planted by the rivers of waters. Should 
you be too indolent to chew and digest 
your food, no hum an ingenuity can con­ 
vert your shrunken muscles and feeble in­ 
tellects into stalwart manhood. “ Life is 
before you,” but “ the gods have placed 
sweat in the pathway to excellence." The 
hie labor and the hue ojms of Virgil are in­ 
scribed upon every hum an undertaking; 
yet, labor is honorable: it is only the per­ 
formance of it in ignorance and darkness 
that is a disgrace and a crime. 
, The only well educated man, in the 
proper sense of the term, is the self-edu­ 
cated man. and every difficulty we con­ 
quer, be it a hard problem in mathematics 
or a crisis in business, gives acumen and 
power to the intellect. 
We are to day inheriting the achieve­ 
ments of past generations. 
But he is a 
thriftless son who does not improve upon 
his estate, and if we have taken from our 
predecessors we ought to bequeath to those 
who come after us. 
The present is better 
than the past. 
It is our duty to see to it 
that the future shall be better than the 
present. 
It would be a shame on the nineteenth 
century to boast of its attainments, some 
of which have been bestowed upon it, and 
do nothing to make the twentieth centnry 
stili richer in knowledge and virtue. 
We 
therefore, think it only reasonable to ask 
you, young ladies and young gentlemen, 
to do something to make the world of 
to-morrow better than the world of to-day. 
During 
the past years you have en­ 
joyed 
all 
the 
educational 
privileges 
which 
this 
city 
bestows 
upon 
its children. 
Thtse 
privileges 
have 
been wide spread as 
the progressive 
methods of the present day could devise 
with the resources at command. 
We are 
sure that you have had good, capable, con­ 
scientious, pains-taking teachers, who have 
done their full part towards creating in you 
a lively and intelligent interest in what­ 
ever tends to develop and ennoble character 
and fit you for the duties, responsibilities 
and struggles of active, earnest lives. W ith 
their approval you have come here to-night 
to receive not only the congratulations of 
your 
friends, but the highest honors 
in the gift of the Sacramento School 
Department — High 
School 
Diplomas. 
We bid you God-speed, and ask you to 
fix in your mind some high and worthy 
aim, that the world shall be better for your 
having lived. 
Remember that 
“ from 
him to whom much is given shall much 
be 
required.” 
Strive 
for 
a 
noble 
manhood 
and 
a 
noble womanhood, 
honor 
the

J APAÑESE FRUIT TREES. 


O ra n g e T re e s a n d T e a P la n t» fo r C e n tra l 
a n d U p p e r C a lifo rn ia . 
IS. F. Bulletin, July 29th. j 
Some sixty thousand orange trees are at 
present being stowed away in the hold of a 
British bark in the harbor of Yokohama. 
They are to be brought to this port to be 
distributed all over the State, but chiefly, it 
is expected, in the central and upper por­ 
tions, where it has been proved that oranges 
will flourish. W ith them will come, also, 
a miscellaneous assortment of over ninety 
thousand trees and shrubs that are indige'- 
nous to Japan, and will grow readily, it is 
believed, in semi-tropical California. Per­ 
simmons and chestnut trees and camellia 
and tea plants will he in the cargo, which 
is expected to reach this port the last pa:t 
of September. 
The vessel was chartered by Walsh, Hall 
& Co., of Yokohama, and the firm of 
Macondray <fc Co. are the local agents. The 
trees and shrubs are coming to the “ Ori­ 
ental Importing Company," a local organ­ 
ization that was formed recently for the 
purpose of supplying the demand in this 
market for orange trees of Japan ese stock, 
and other horticultural 
productions of 
Japan. The company is not incorporated 
yet, but it is expected to incorporate before 
long with a capital stock of $10,000. H. M. 
Jaudin, of this city, is President and Treas­ 
urer of the company ; T. Hayarui, of 
Osaka, Japan, is Vice-President; " J. Hay- 
ami, of this city, is Secretary, and S. L. 
Goldman is manager. 11. J. Trumbull is 
also largely interested, together with other 
gentlemen whose names are not made 
known. The organization is the outgrowth 
ot the demand for orange stock throughout 
the State, which v. as exhausted some time 
since. 
M illion has been made of the Japantse 
orange stock, known as the I’nshin, from 
time to time in the Bulletin. Great things 
are claimed for it, the chief being absolute 
resistance to frost and extreme cold. These 
trees grow in Japan, it is said, where the 
mercury goes 12° below the freezing point 
and wnere ice is often six inches thick. 
The fruit is smaller than the navel variety, 
perfectly round, seedless and sweet. It 
closely resembles the Tangerine variety. 
The trees that are being imported are two 
years from the graft on stock of the trifoli- 
ata three years old. These trees are about 
three feet high and will hear within two 
years. A num ber of trees in bearing and 
a quantity of the fruit are now on the way 
from Japan, being due on the steamer 
expected in port next week, and these will 
be 
exhibited at the Mechanics’ Fair 
and at Sacramento. Manager Goldman, of 
the company mentioned, says the trees 
coming will be sold for about $¿0 a hundred. 
He has already orders for the entire ship­ 
ment. He has had inquiries and orders for 
the entire stock from Butte, Shasta, Teha­ 
ma. Fresno and Napa counties, as well as 
from Utah, W yoming and Washington 
Territories. A grove of the trees are bear­ 
ing on H irshler Bros, place near St. Helena. 
The trees are obtained in the Kii district 
in Japan, over two thousand miles away 
from the port of shipment. 
“ Wherever the camellia will grow the 
tea plant will thrive," is the positive asser­ 
tion made concerning tea culture. It is be­ 
lieved that many districts in California are 
adapted to the growth of the fragrant shrub. 
The vessel referred to is expected to bring 
also a quantity of bamboo, and some trees 
of a comparatively new fruit for California, 
the citrus japonic a, a fruit that resembles a 
plum. Some of the fruit has been grown 
by Ellwood Cooper, near Santa Barbara.

K ayaking; in G re e n la n d . 
Front an illustrated sketch of some per­ 
sonal experiences by General A. W. Gree- 
lv in the August Century we quote the fol­ 
lowing: This dangerous craft is gradually 
dying out in Greenland, and onlv the 
brighter and more ambitious boys acquire 
it. 
Practice must commence at a tender 
age, and must be continued assiduously. 
Jens had a pride and delight in the art, 
such as was unusual in his settlement. For 
those who have never seen a kayak I will 
imperfectly describe it as a shuttle-shaped 
boat, consisting of a wooden frame-work, 
which is fastened together generally by 
seal-skin 
thongs, 
and 
over 
which 
is 
stretched a covering of tanned seal-skin as 
neatly and tightly as in the sheep-skin of 
a drum-head. 
The skin covering is so 
well tanned, and it is so deftly sewn to­ 
gether with sinew thread by the Eskimo 
women, that no drop of water finds its wav 
through skin or seam. 
The use of seal 
thong in uniting the stanchions gives great 
strength and equal elasticity, allowing 
with impunity great shocks which other­ 
wise would destroy so frail a structure. 
The boat is usually some fifteen feet long, 
and from its central point gentlv curves 
upward—from a width of twenty and a 
depth of ten inches—to pointed ends. 
Both prow and stern are carefully armed 
with a thin molding of walrus ivory, which 
is a protection to the skin covering when 
the hunter, spinning through the water, 
strikes small ice, or, in landing, so throws 
forward and upward his kayak that boat 
and man slide easily and safely up the 
edge on to the level surface of a floe. The 
only opening is a circular hole with a 
bone or wooden ring, its size being strictly 
lim ited to the circumference of the hips of 
the largest hunter who is to use it. 
A water-proof combination jacket and 
mitten of oil-tanned seal-skin is worn by 
the hunter, who tightly laces the bottom 
to the ring, so that no water can enter the 
kayak. Thus equipped, the Innuit hunter 
faces seas which w*otild swamp any other 
craft, and plunges safely through the 
heaviest surf. A single oar, with a blade 
at each end, in skillful and trained hands 
propels this unballasted, unsteady craft 
with great rapidity, and it moves through 
the water at a rate varying from live to 
ten miles an hour, according to the charac­ 
ter of the sea anti the exigency of the oc­ 
casion. The oar properly handled enables 
an expert to rise to the surface, if, as hap­ 
pens at times, the boat is overturned. 
The kayak of the Eskimo is probably 
un-urpassed in ingenuity by the boating 
devices of any other savage people of the 
globe. 
Its essential points of lightness, 
buoyancy and structural strength are mar­ 
velously well adapted to the varying and 
dangerous conditions under which an Es­ 
kimo provider seeks his sea game. 
This 
tiny craft with all hunting gear weighs 
scarcely fifty pounds, and will carry a load 
of some 200 pounds besides iLs occupant. 


T h e M o d ern H ip p o c ra te s. 
1 wo sides of English social life are 
strangely contrasted in the contributions 
to the public purse for the financial year 
ended the 31st of March last. 
A sum of 
£178,403 was contributed by persons, pre­ 
sumably of sound physical constitution, to 
entitle them “to kill game,” and a nearly 
similar amount, or £179,071, was contri­ 
buted by manufacturers of |>atent medi­ 
cines, seeking to cure ailing humanity. 
The statistics to hand in connection with 
the latter source of public revenue are 
peculiarly interesting as indicating the 
utility of a colossal svstem of advertising, 
as well as the increasing number of per­ 
sons suffering from temporary or chronic 
illnesses who are prepared to accept the 
assurances 
ot 
patent-medicine 
manu­ 
facturers that their wares possess the quali­ 
ties attributed to them. 
In 1865 the total 
number of patent medicine labels issued 
by the excise authorities was 7,074,668 and 
the receipts £55,333. 
Ten years latter the 
number of. labels had increased to 14,824,­ 
173, and the receipts to £114,323, while 
last year the number of labels was yet 
higher at 21,468.718. The percentage of 
increase in the tir-t period of eleven vears 
(1865-1875) was 109.54 for labels and 
106.61 for duty; in the second period it 
was 35.25 and 45.43 respectively. Though 
the quantity ot patent medicines placed 
upon the market did not increase in as 
large a projvortion between 1876-86 a- l>e- 
tween 1865-75, the public demand appears 
to be more general from the fact that the 
numlter of vendors increased by 35 per 
cent, during the recent, as against 26 per 
cent, in the earlier period. As the label 
duty Is equivalent to one-eighth of the 
value of the article stamped, we have 
a ready means of ascertaining the approx­ 
imate annual ex[>enditure of the [Hipula- 
tion of these i-lands for patent medicines. 
V ithin twentv-one years it has risen from 
£497,997 to £ 1,611,639.— Pall Mall Halite.

O rig in o f th e G orge o í th e M ississippi. 
The Falls of Niagara are familiar to all, 
and came to exist through causes natural 
and easy of explanation, inasmuch as the 
whole secret lies in the character of the 
formations over which the river Hows, viz., 
a crust made up of from sixty to one hun­ 
dred feet of comparatively hard limestone 
lving in a nearly horizontal position, be­ 
neath which is a deep deposit of shales 
and sandstones. 
Whenever the river in 
wearing its channel back reached the point 
where this arrangement of rocks began, 
the hard limestone would naturally resist 
the erosive action of the waters, while the 
underlying shales and sandstones, offering 
less resistance, would be rapidly cut awav, 
until such a vertical fall as now seen would 
be the result, with a constant recession go­ 
ing on, leaving below the broad canyon, 
walk'd on either hand by bluffs, the crests 
of which are preserved by the limestone 
crowning them. 
These few reflections as to the falls and 
gorge of Niagara, fully demonstrated by 
forces now in active operation, we shall 
apply to the Mississippi. 
Here also a 
mighty water-way has k>en cut out by 
erosion—a fact which is universally con­ 
ceded, but no definite explanation of the 
process has heretofore, so far as we have 
been able to learn, been advanced. 
It re­ 
mained for a geology-reading inventor by 
the name of Robert Bates to suggest "a 
theory which, illuminated with what little 
investigation we have been able to give it, 
promises to offer a solution of the question, 
or assist in its solution. 
The solution 
briefly is, that the erosion was accom­ 
plished by means of a mighty cataract 
which began far down the river near its 
original mouth, and by gradual retroces­ 
sion dug out the valley-like gorge which is 
so marked a feature in the upper part of 
its course, and left the high bluff walls on 
either hand, at the same time depositing 
heavy beds of sand at the bottom of the 
canyon, the product of the erosion above, 
and that St. Anthony falls are the ever 
decreasing and receding remnants of the 
once most stiqiendous cataract the world 
ever saw, having a perpendicular descent 
of perhaps six hundred feet.—John A. Keys 
in Popular Science Monthly for August. 


P r e h is t o r ic E v id e n c e s.— A collection 
of 10,000 objects illustrating the progress 
of prehistoric man in W estern Europe has 
been opened at the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion. 
It liegins with the chipped stone 
implements of the men of the pre-glacial 
period. 
Then comes the ground and pol­ 
ished stone, carved bone and much later 
bronze and pottery. 
The bronze imple­ 
ments are especially interesting, including 
barbed fish-hooks and pins with large 
globular heads such as are used by ladies 
now to keep the bat in place.—American 
Engineer.

GOVERNOR STANFORD'S REPLY . 


Not before has there been given so com­ 
plete, concise and expressive a history 
of the organization and construction of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, and so clear a 
statement of its financial and legal rela­ 
tions to the Federal Government, as is 
found in the reply of Governor Stanford to 
the inquiries of the Federal Railroad In­ 
vestigating Commission. It is published 
this morning, and will command wide 
reading. 
It dissipates a world of mis­ 
representation and falsehood, and presents 
the equities of the claims of the Central 
Pacific Company fairly, calmly and so 
forcibly as to carry conviction. No subject 
has been more befogged by prejudice, mis­ 
representation and direct falsehood than 
that involving the relations between the 
company and the Government. The re­ 
ply of Governor Stanford clears these away 
and present- the bald facts and the unde­ 
niable equities of the corporation in a 
manner that will command a hearing, 
which political chicane, demagogy and 
unthinking prejudice have heretofore de­ 
nied.

INVESTIGATORS. 


H e G ives a H istory o f th e Central 
P acific Com pany, and C lears 
A w ay M isrepresentations. 


Governor Stanford, as President of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, ap­ 
peared betore the United States Railroad 
Investigation Commission at San Franciaco 
on Thursday, at the request of that body, 
to testify. He said that he bad received 
the interrogatories of the Commission, 
fifty-eight in number. 
He had prepared 
answers to them all, which he would read. 
Before reading the interrogations and pro­ 
posed answers, the Senator read a prelimi­ 
nary statement, giving a complete his­ 
tory of the construction of the road. He 
prefaced the statement by remarking tha* 
this was the first time the company had 
ever had an opportunity of presenting a 
true history of the road, ''and,” said he, 
"there have been more misrepresentations 
and more falsehoods told about the com­ 
pany than any one not familiar with the 
subject can possibly conceive of.” 
He 
then proceeded to read the history he had 
prepared, and also his responses to the in­ 
terrogatories, as follows : 


H ISTO RY OF T1IB ROAD. 
Meeere. Robert E. Pattison (Chairman), E. Ellery 
Anderaon and David T. Littlcr—G e stle m EN: Your 
com m unication, d ated New York, May 12. 1887, 
requesting m e to answ er th e interrogations con­ 
tain ed th erein , w as duly received, h as been 
carefully considered, an d I subm it h erew ith iny 
replies thereto. 
I d id not h av e personally th e inform ation 
necessary to answ er som e o f th e interrogatories, 
an d , agreeably to your request, referred th em to 
those persons w ho possessed such know ledge. 
T h eir efforts, verified by th e ir affidavits, are a t­ 
tach ed as e x h ib its to and are m ade p art o f m y 
answ ers to your com m unication. 
T he creation o f th is Com m ission, charged by 
Congress w ith th e d u ty o f ex am in in g " into th e 
w orkings a n d financial m an ag em en t oi all ra il­ 
roads th a t h av e received aid in bonds from th e 
G overnm ent," w as an honest and can d id ad ­ 
m ission by Congress th a t th ere w ere equities e x ­ 
isting in lavor o f th e railroads in question w hich 
should he in q u ired into a n d to th e full benefit of 
w hich th ey are en titled . 
I know th a t such 
equities do ex ist in favor o f th e roads I rep re­ 
sent, a n d I am pleased th a t an o pportunity h as 
a t len g th been offered to insure th e ir full an d 
im p artial consideration, both by it a n d by th e 
people at large. 
It w ill be readily ad m itted th a t th e ex am in a ­ 
tio n contem plated by th e Act, an d w ith th e 
m a k in g o f w h ich ex am in atio n you h av e been 
charged, could not be held w ithout th e consent 
o f th is com pany, w hose affairs it w as th u s d e­ 
sired to exam ine. 


ORGANIZATION o f t u e c o m p a n y . 
T he C entral Pacific R ailroad Com pany was 
organized on th e 27th day o f Ju n e, 1861, u n d er 
th e law s of th e State of C alifornia, an d h as ever 
since been, and now is, carry in g on a n d tra n s ­ 
acting its business u n d e r an d in accordance 
w ith th e law s of th is State. 
In th a t p articu lar 
its relations a n d obligations to th e G overnm ent 
are en tirely different from those o f th e com pa­ 
n ies w hich w ere created by an d u n d er F ederal 
statutes. Congress h as a control over such eor- 
jiorations, even to th e ex ten t, perhaps, o f tak in g 
aw ay th e ir c h a r te rs ; bu t as to th e C entral P a­ 
cific, even th o u g h a li th e law s o f Congress re ­ 
latin g thereto, a n d u n d e r w hich its relations to 
th e N ational G overnm ent arc defined, w ere re­ 
pealed, it w ould still ex ist as a legal corporation 
a u d co n tin u e to do business as such u n d er and 
in accordance w ith th e law s o f th e State re la t­ 
in g to railro ad corporations. 
A fter dilig en t 
search I h a v e been u n ab le to find a n y th in g in 
th a t co n tract w hich authorizes an y investiga­ 
tio n o f th is k in d to b e m ade. 
N otw ith stan d in g a ll this, how ever, w e m eet 
you m ost ch eerfu lly in th is m atter. 
We shall 
furnish you a fu ll an d d etailed answ er to each 
a n d every one o f th e fifty-eight propositions 
a n d interrogatories co n tain ed in th e com m uni­ 
cations hereinbefore m entioned. 


A TOPIC FOR rCBU C DISCUSSION. 
T he construction o f th e Pacific R ailro ad to 
u n ite th e A tlantic States w ith th e States and 
T erritories o f th e Pacific w as th e lead in g topic 
o i public discussion from th e term in atio n o f th e 
M exican w ar u n til th e road was finally com ­ 
pleted in M ay, 186'J. T his subject occupied th e 
a tten tio n o f political C onventions in n early 
every State o f th e U nion, a n d Congress was 
o verw helm ed w ith petitions a n d m em orials u rg ­ 
in g th e extension o f G overnm ent aid to th e en ­ 
terprise. 
Public sen tim en t com pelled th e Na­ 
tio n al C onventions of b o th political parties to 
declare in favor o f th e construction o f th e road 
as a m ilitary a u d com m ercial necessity. 
P rior to I860 surveys und ex am in atio n s w ere 
m ade by th e W ar D epartm ent of various routes 
across th e co n tin en t. T he southern route, on th e 
thiity-second parallel, w as regarded as th e only 
route upon w hich it was p racticable tocohstruct 
a tran sco n tin en tal railroad. 
It was understood 
th a t the n o rth ern a u d cen tral routes w ere im ‘ 
passable in w in ter on acco u n t of th e deep snows 
in th a t region, an d , besides, th e m ountains 
them selves w ere represented as im posing im ­ 
passable b airicrs to th e construction o f a ra il­ 
road. P ending th e discussion o f th e question, 
th e Civil W ar closed th e southern route and ren ­ 
dered it im possible for th e U nited States to avail 
itself o f th e advantages supposed to exist on th e 
thirty-second parallel. T he G overnm ent had no 
option. If th e road w as b u ilt, e ith e r th e n o rth ­ 
ern or cen tral route m ust be adopted. 
T he w ar 
m ade it clear to every citizen th a t a road co n . 
n cctin g th e Pacific w ith th e A tlantic was a po­ 
litical necessity. 


A 1IOAD MUST BE BUILT. 
T he discussions w h ich hav e alread y tak en 
p iare w ith respect to the several routes across 
th e co n tin en t h ad im pressed th e financial w orld 
w ith th e im p racticab ility of constructing a rail­ 
road on th e cen tral line. Congress, how ever, 
resolved th a t a road m ust be b uilt, a n d to th a t 
end, in 1862, passed an Act in aid o f its co n ­ 
struction. T he Act provided for th e organiza­ 
tion o f th e U nion Pacific R ailroad Com pany to 
construct th e road from th e M issouri riv er to the 
eastern line of C alifornia,and a u th o rized th e C en­ 
tra l Pacific R ailroad Com pany to construct the 
b alan ce o f th e road through th a t .State. A t th e 
tim e o f th e crg an izatio n o f th e C entral Pacific, 
in 1861. th e g reat C om stock lode In N evada w as 
being rapidlv-developcd, an d a v ast am o u n t of 
freight w as being carried o v er th e m ountains 
by team s. It w as for the purpose ol doiug th is 
business, for w hich th e re w as no com petition, 
ex cep t team s over th e m ountains, th a t th e p ro ­ 
jectors of th e C entral Pacific R ailroad organ­ 
ized th a t com pany. 
T hey w ould not h a re a t­ 
tem p ted to - r a le th e S ierra N evada m ountains 
w ith a railroad ag ain st o th er com petition. On 
th e lin e of th e road across th e co n tin en t for a 
term of years p rio r to th e passage o f th e Act 
for th e construction o f th e Pacific R ailroad, th e 
an n u al ex p en d itu res of th e G overnm ent for th e 
tran sp o rtatio n o f supplies 
for th e 
m ilitary 
an d In d ia n service an d carry in g U nited States 
m ail h ad exceeded *8,000,000. 
T his an n u al e x ­ 
pen d itu re w as assum ed as a basis for th e com- 
jiensation w hich w ould lie p aid to th e railroad 
lor th e service it w ould be called upon to p er­ 
form for th e G overnm ent. 
It was understood 
th a t th e G overnm ent service w ould be largely 
increased by th e construction o f th e road, an d 
it w as aaam nped th a t th e com pensation w ould 
n ev er lie leas. 


BONDS AND LANDS PROVIDED FOR. 
T he Act p-ovided for both bonds a n d lan d s to 
aid In th e construction of th e road—th e bonds 
w ere to draw 6 per cant, an d to becom e due 80 
years a fter th e date o f th e ir issue. 
I t w as also 
provided th a t th e railro ad should perform all 
G overnm ent service required, a n d th a t th e com ­ 
pensation therefore should be cred ited upon the 
p rin cip al an d interest o f th e bonds; au d th a t th e 
com pany should also pay to th e G overnm ent 5 
p er cent, o f its n et earn in g s to apply on th e 
bonds. 
It w as estim ated th a t th e eight m illions 
p er ann u m , w hich it h a d previously cost th e 
G overnm ent to tran sp o rt supplies an d carry th e 
m ail, w ould be paid to th e com pany for m uch 
b etter service, a n d th a t such p aym ent, together 
w ith th e 5 p er cent., w ould liq u id ate all ol th e 
obligations o f th e com pany to th e G overnm ent 
before th e m atu rity o f th e bonds. T his w ould 
h av e b een th e case if th e G overnm ent h a d no t 
a rb itrarily reduced th e com pensation o f th e 
Pacific R ailroad for tran sp o rtatio n o f supDlies 
a n d m ail service to a m erely nom inal am ount. 
T he G overnm ent In fact required th e Pacific 
R ailroad to perform m ail service at a rate not 
exceeding th e usual allow ances m ade to ra il­ 
roads passing th ro u g h th e populous States of 
th e E ast, m ak in g no allow ance for th e fact th a t 
in th e region w here th e road w as conatrncted 
th e re w as no com petition, very little local 1 usi- 
ucsi, a n d th e fact th a t th e G overnm ent h ad 
been relieved from th e slow a n d inadequate 


service form erly perform ed by team s a n d pack 
anim als. 
UNABLE TO P..NI L-T CAPIT AL. 
T he U nion Pacific R ailroad was unab le to e n ­ 
list cap ital to u n d ertak e th e construction ol th e 
road u n d e r th e provisions of th e A ct o f 1862. 
T he public m ind w as so thoroughly im pressed 
w ith th e difficulties o f th e construction o f a 
railro ad on th e cen tral lin e th a t it could o btain 
no m oney for th a t purpose. 
In a d d itio n to th is 
th e w ar h ad destroyed public confidence an d 
ad d ed largely to th e difficulties o f th e enterprise. 
T he C entral Pacific was also unable to avail it­ 
self of th e provisions o f th e Act. 
It was. how ­ 
ever, a S tate corporation a n d co n tin u ed to strug­ 
gle to co n stru ct a road over th e S ierra N evada 
m ountains. Some aid w as e x te rd e d by th e State 
o f C alifornia by th e p aym ent o f interest ou a 
m illion an d a h a lf bonds, a n d iu bonds o f sev­ 
eral of th e counties o f che State, all o f w hich 
have bqeu fully reim bursed, except th e city a n d 
county of San Francisco, w hich com prom ised 
its subscription of 8600,000 to th e stock o f th e 
com pany by paying WOO,000 in the bonds of th e 
city after a long litigation. 
W ith th e p riv ate m eans o f th e corporation, 
an d th e aid above m entioned, it com m enced 
th e w ork o f construction In 1838, an d continued 
it u n til th e road w as com pleted, in I860. In 1864 
Congress becam e sitiffied th a t th e road could 
no t be b u ilt on the term s a n d conditions pro­ 
vided in th e A ct ot 1862, an d passed a supple­ 
m en tary Act, con tain in g im p o rtan t m odifica­ 
tions, v iz: It doubled th e am ount o f th e land 
g rant. I t fu rth er provided th a t th e com pany 
m ight ex ecu te a first m ortgage' ou th e road lor 
un am ount equal to th e G overnm ent bonds, and 
confined th e paym ents required from th e com ­ 
p any to o n e-h alf of th e com pensation du e from 
th e G overnm ent an d th e five p er cent, o f th e 
net earnings nam ed In th e o rig in al Act. 
It re ­ 
served a lien upon th e roBd for th e perform ance 
o f these obligations. 


A POLITICAL NECESSITY. 
T he argum ent in favor o f these m odifications 
was th a t th e road was a political necessity, and 
m ust be b u ilt at w h atev er cost, a u d it w as ^'in ­ 
tended th a t one-h a lf of th e com pensation due 
from th e G overnm ent for services, to g eth er w ith 
th e five p er cent, n et earnings, w ould pay th e 
bonds before m atu rity , vvhioh w ould have been 
the case if the G overnm ent, upon th e com ple­ 
tion o f th e road, h ad not reduced th e com pen­ 
sation below w h at w as previously paid. T he 
tim e lim ited by Congress for th e co nstruction o f 
th e road ex ten d ed to Ju ly , 1876, b u t a universal 
desire was expressed by Congress*aud th e conn" 
try for an earlier date. 


LOCAL OPPOSITION. 
As before rem arked, th e C entral Pacific Com­ 
pany w ere com pelled to build o v er th e S ierra 
N evada m ountains, w hich h a d been prouounced 
im passable for a railro ad , not only by th e public 
at large, b u t by m any engineers. T his alone 
w ould hav e m ade th e negotiation o f its securities 
difficult, but ad d ed to th is th ere w as m uch local 
opposition. 
T he construction o f th e railroad a n ­ 
tagonized th e telegraph com pany, th e b itk a Ice 
C om pany, th e C alifornia Steam N avigation Com ­ 
pany, th e Pacific M ail S team ship Com pany, th e 
various toll road com panies, th e contractors for 
th e G overnm ent, th e Sacram ento V alley R ail­ 
road C om pany, W ells, F argo A Co., and ail th e 
various tran sp o rtatio n interests, because its com ­ 
pletion w ould interfere w ith or practically d e ­ 
stroy th e ir respective business organizations. 
These interests largely influenced th e public 
press o f th e Pacific coast, and th ey also com ­ 
b in ed to destroy th e cred it o f th e com pany, an d 
to prove to th e w orld th a t its u n d ertak in g was a 
fraud and a farce, w hich m ust necessarily cul­ 
m in ate iu failure. 
U nder these circum stances 
th e road across th e Sierra N evada m ountains 
was coD -trueted, a n d th e w ill an d energy m an i­ 
fested by th e com pany attracted th e atten tio n of 
Congress an d induced an o th er ch an g e in th e 
law . It w ill be borne in m ind th a t th e original 
Act conferred ou th e C entral Pacific th e rig h t to 
build to th e east line o f th e State o f California. 
In 1866 th a t lim itatio n was rem oved, ond it w as 
provided th a t both th e Union an d C entral Pacific 
railroads m ight continue to build u n til a connec­ 
tion was m ade by a continuous lin e of railroad. 
At th a t tim e th e C entral Pacific Com pany was 
surm o u n tin g difficulties on th e S ierra N evada 
m ou n tain s w hich h ad h ith e rto been regarded a . 
obstacles w hich could not be overcom e, w hile 
th e U nion Pacific Com pany h ad scarcely m ade a 
com m encem ent. 
T he road o f th e la tte r com ­ 
pany w as th en constructed but a few m iles west 
o f th e M issouri river, alth o u g h it h ad a level 
p lain for m ore th a n five h u n d red m ilts west of 
O m aha. 
TIIE LAST SPIKE DRIVEN. 
T his A ct w as passed to h asten th e com pletion 
o f th e road, an d it accom plished th e purpose d e­ 
sired. T he last spike w as d riv en in May, 1869, 
seven years before th e ex p iratio n o f th e tim e 
lim ited in th e original Act. T he com panies very 
ju stly regarded th is Act as an indication by Con­ 
gress th a t a speedy construction o f th e road was 
dem anded. To m eet th is d em aad both com ­ 
panies m a le great sacrifices. 
T he loss sustained 
by th e C entral Pacific C om pany in th u s com ply­ 
in g w ith th e m anifest design o f Congress for th e 
speedy com pletion of the road was very great. 
T he com pany d id not w ait for a com pletion ol a 
continuous lin e to convey m aterials and supplies 
for th e construction o f th e road : on the contrary, 
by mean.- o f team s and pack m ules, it transported 
supplies tor h u n d red s o f m iles in advance of 
com pleted construction. I t even conveyed rail­ 
road iron locom otives an d o th e r m aterials by 
team s in w in ter over th e deep snow s ou the 
S ierra N evada m ountains, w here little bu t tu n ­ 
nel w ork could be done in th a t season o f th e 
year, for th e construction o f th e road beyond 
a n d b u ilt many* m iles o f road before a connec­ 
tion was m ade th erew ith . 
I desire to call th e atten tio n of th e C om m is­ 
sion to som e of th e sacrifices m ad e by th e com ­ 
p any in h u rry in g th e w ork to its early com ple­ 
tion. T he bonds issued by th e U nited States to 
th e com pany on account o f th e w ar w ere dis­ 
posed o f at a discount o f over 87,000,000. T his 
discount, w ith th e in terest on th e Fame u n til th e 
m aturity o f th e bonds, w ill am o u n t tu round 
num bers to $20,000,000. T h ere w as also a lik e 
discount suffered on th e first-m ortgage boDds 
Issued by th e com pany; w hereas, if th e full tim e 
allow ed by Congress h ad been occupied in th e 
construction ot th e road, these bonds could have 
been sold at par. 
A t th e tim e th e road w as con* 
stru cted th e prices of labor au d m aterials In C al­ 
ifornia, N evada an d U tah w ere enorm ously in ­ 
flated, no t only on account o f th e w ar prices 
w h ich th e n p rev ailed a n d th e w ar risks w hich 
w ere in cu rred iu tran sp o rtin g m aterial from th e 
E ast by sea, b u t also by reason o f th e g reat m in ­ 
ing ex citem en t w hich th e n p rev ailed in N evada 
an d C alifornia and absoibed n early ull the 
av ailab le w hite labor. 
It w ill be show n by th e testim ony o f engineers 
w ho had charge o f th e construction o f the road, 
a n d o th er com petent w itnesses, th a t th e cost o f 
construction w as m ore th a n double w h at it 
w ould have been h ad th e com pany d elayed its 
final com pletion u n til Ju ly , 1870. 


GREAT GOOD ACCOMPLISHF.D. 


T he Pacific R ailroad h as accom plished all th e 
good, both local a n d n atio n al, th a t was p re ­ 
d icted by its m ost en th u siastic supporters. 
It 
h as dem onstrated th e possibility of th e co n stru c­ 
tio n of a tran sco n tin en tal road ; it h as proved to 
th e financial w orld th a t th e 
g reat in terio r 
abounds in resources, an d has m ade it ¡Kissible 
for th e construction o f o th e r tran sco n tin en tal 
roads w ith num erous b ran ch es a n d fe e d ers; It 
h as show n how th e n a tio n a l do m ain can be 
utilized ; it has encouraged th e developm ent of 
th e n a tu ra l resources of C alifornia, a n d show n 
th a t its products o f fru its an d w ines can be 
tran sp o rted to th e A tlantic States by r a i l . it was 
the first enterprise an yw here iu th c w orld w hich 
m ad e possible th e h ab itatio n o f regions o f coun­ 
try far rem ote from navigable rivers, an d h as 
ad d ed untold m illions o f w ealth to th e n ation ; 
it h as perform ed th e public service io faithfully 
a n d expeditiously as alm ost to an n ih ila te th e 
distance betw een th e Pacific a n d A tlan tic, an d 
b ring th e w hole country into close an d in tim ate 
political, social a n d com m ercial relatio n s; it 
has perform ed th e G overnm ent service in tra n s ­ 
portation o f m aterial and supplies an d m ail to 
the com plete satisfaction o f nil G ovem m en t offi­ 
cers h av in g ch arge o f such business. W hile 
th e com pany h as 
been 
spending 
all Its 
energies in fu rn ish in g to th e G overnm ent an d 
th e people every possible facility a t th e low est 
possible rate for tran sp o rtatio n , C-ongress. at 
tim es, th ro u g h a m isapprehension o f fae f. h as 
ap p eared ex actin g a n d UDjnst. T he A ct o f 1878, 
know n as th e T h u rm an Act, h as been Injurious 
to th e com pany. W hile (it w as ad m itted th a t 
th ere w as n o th in g du e from th e com pany e x ­ 
cept o n e-h alf ot its com pensation for G overn­ 
m e n t service an d 5 p er cent, o f its n et earnings 
u n til th e m a tu rity o f th e bonos, C ngress pro­ 
v id ed for a sin k in g fund; ft p laced th e m an ag e­ 
m ent of th a t fund in th e h an d s o f th e S ecretary

th e difficulties e n co u n tered in Us cornu ruction, 
and th e great benefits accru in g to th e G overn­ 
m ent by its in creased facilities in m ail service 
an d tran sp o rtatio n , an d allow it a tik e com pen­ 
sation to th a t form erly p aid for th e service 
w hen perform ed by team s a n d pack anim als.

T here was certain ly no com petition av ailab le 
to th e G overnm ent w ith th e Pacific R ailroad from 
th e tim e o f its com pletion u n til 1881. w hen the 
A tchison, Topeka a n d S an ta Fe u n ited w ith th e 
S outhern Pacific al ¡lem ing, New M exico. 
D ur­ 
in g all th a t period th e G overnm ent w as saved 
th e full am ount of th e difference betw een w hat 
w as p aid by tb e form er m ode o f tran sp o rtatio n 
an d the actu al am ount p aid after the com pletion 
o f th e Pacific R ailroad. T h e total of th is am ount 
w ould be over $37,000,1)00, n early one h a lf of 
w hich o ught to lie cred ited to th e C entral Pacific 
R ailroad. T he local business for U tah an d Ne­ 
vada i> exceedingly sm all, as w ill ap p ear from 
answ ers to your questions, w hich I sh all h ere­ 
a fter m ake. 
The C entral Pacific, outside o f its 
local business in C alifornia, m ainly relies upon 
through business. T his h as been dim inished by 
th e com peting lines aided by th e G overnm ent, 
by at least 837,000,000, as w ill be show n by th e 
facts an d figures h ereafter presented in answ er 
to th e proper interrogatories.

*88*0 he can retain the office. Sullivan re­ 
plied indignantly that he would not buy 
the office. The great mass of the business 
men and the fire underwriters have peti­ 
tioned the Board to retain Sullivan, while 
no petition has been heard of for O'Meara. 
The scheme of the ring, however, does 
not reflect public opinion. It wiil be car­ 
ried out to-day by a grim farce at the bed­ 
side of an officer who is understood to be 
hopelessly ill, and totally incapacitated, by 
his long prostration, to discharge any of 
the functions of his office. Such a sober 
comedy will flaunt the power of the ring 
and boss rule in the face of the people in 
the most offensive manner. Behind the 
scheme are others that promise rewards to 
the subservient. The Eire Department has 
been before used a3 a stepping-stone and as

T H E FARCE. 
Never before has a Board meeting been 
called by any but the President of the 
Board; never before in a sick chamber, and 
never before to accomplish a scheme such 
as^his. It is unusual, exlraordinary, and 
of very doubtful legality. The whole affair 
indicates the beginning of a split in local 
[loiitics that will be verv broad presently. 
The people will not always submit to such 
dictation as is manifest in this case, or to 
the parceling out of the offices at ring com­ 
mand.

Resolved, That after September 1, 1887, the 
salar)- of the Secretary of this Board shall be 815 
per m onth. and said Secretary shall notify the 
Board in w riting of his willingness to accept 
the ¡losition at said salary. 
The Secretary has been drawing a salary 
.' $40 per month, and Mr. Griffitts con­ 
tends that this is entirely too much, as the 
duties occupy hut one evening in the 
month, and are at no time arduous. 
At the same time he offered the follow­ 
ing : 
Resolved, That the salary of Assistant Chief 
Engineer of this Department shall be $10 per 
month, except such time as he shall act as Chief 
Engineer, when his salary shall be *90 per 
m onth for the tim e of actiial service as Chief 
E ngineer; and said Assistant Chief Engineer 
shall signify his willingness to accept the above 
com pensation before a w arrant shall lie issued 
to him for his services. 
Mr. Slater seemed to be somewhat dis­ 
comfited by these resolutions, and asked 
Mr. Griffitts how long he had been a mem­ 
ber of the Commission. 
Mr. Griffitts—About six years, sir.

The Commission resumed the exam ination 
yesterday.

Tne burdens of the company 
liad been vastly increased on account of the 
ruinous discount suffered in selling its first 
mortgage bonds, and the high price and m a­ 
terial ot labor at the tim e the road was con­ 
structed, the snow blockades of the Sierras, and 
the fact that all transportation had to be doue 
by teams. 
The average cost to the Government of trans­ 
portation overland between 1850 and the com­ 
pletion of tbe 0. P. was about *10,000.000. This 
does not include the cost of m aintaining fo.ts 
nor the cost of earn ing the m ails or munitions 
of war. As shown by the books of tbe company 
it now costs *1 .'250,000 per annum for Govern­ 
m ent transportation, a saving of 90 per cent. 


A SOURCE or 3.OSS TO THE COMPANY. 
The C. P. and W. P. roadi were compelled to 
pay gold for all work done in the construction 
of the road. The bonds guaranteed by tbe Gov­ 
ernm ent were payable in thirtv vears at 6 per 
cent., the principal Rtid interest being pavablc 
in lawful money, which was then currency. 
These have always been known as “ currency 
sixes." and they were the only bonds issued by 
the Government which could not he redeemed 
by it at its option at an y tim e before m aturity. 
Owing to tbe Irredeemab e character of the 
bonds. the company has sustained a heavy losss 
in being compelled to pa) into u sinking fund 
a large sum of money for v hich they are getting 
no interest whatever, and at the saíne time be­ 
ing compelled t» pay interest upon these out­ 
standing bonds. During the time the road was 
being constructed the compuny experienced 
great difficulty in meeting its obligations be 
cause of the discount on Government se­ 
curities on account of the existence of the 
civil war. For instance, the companv disposed 
of the bonds Issued to it at a loss of'*7,120,07:l, 
and at the m aturity of the same will have to 
pay in round num bers S2(),00ij,0ü0, for which it 
never received a dollar, besides paying 0 per 
cent, interest. This was an item in tbe cost of 
construction generally overlooked. 
Mr. Anderson asked concerning the statem ent 
that the bonds of tbe railroad company were 
sold low in consequence of the prevalence of 
the civil war. He rem arked that no bonds were 
issued to the Central Pacific until 1866. 
8enutor Stanford thought the company re­ 
ceived some bond! before that year, but he 
m ight be m istaken. He knew that negotiations 
lor the sale of bonds had to be m ade a year in 
advance, and that the losses of the companv 
from thiscause had been figured out tobe aliout 
$20,000,000. T hat is, the company will be re­ 
quired at m aturity to pay th at much more than 
It received in order to redeem its obligations. 
During the construction of the road its obliga 
tions had to be m et in gold, the loss from this 
cause being about $7,000.000 upon every $20.000,­ 
000 expended. Tbe loss upon the sale of the 
first mortgage bonds was also heavy from the 
same cause. 
VALUE OF BONDS ISSUED. 
Senator Stanford gave the par value of the 
botids issued to the Central Pacific and Western 
Pacific roads as follows: Central Pacific, $25,­ 
885.120; Western Pacific, *1.970.560. 
TotaI-$27.- 
855,680. The issucx were made between 1865 and 
1869, with a small num ber in 1870. 
During this 
period currency averaged a discount of over 50 
percent., selling as low in January, 1865 as 42.66 
cents 011 the $1 to 83.68 cents in December. 1869. 
The am ount received by the company for each 
bond of $1,000 was $744 44. For the $27,855,680 
the company received in coin *20,7:15,606 43. 
The interest at 6 per cent, on this loss f r thirty 
years will am ount to *12,816,132 39. The tota'l 
principal and interest lost to the companv ou 
these bonds is, therefore, $19,936,205 91. 
" 
Under the provisions of the Thurm an Act the 
company has lieen forced to pav for these bonds 
from the sinking fund in the United states 
Treasury a premium of about 31 per cent. It has 
thus suffered a loss in premiums on the redem p­ 
tion ot bonds of an equal rate to the lo s in dis­ 
count 011 their issue. The sinking fund of the 
Central Pacific now in the Treasury amounts to 
$2,557,000. To secure these bonds the fecretary 
of the Treasury has paid an average premium 
of 31.31 per cent., or. for each S1.00U bond, he lias 
paid $1.312 lo. As these bonds must be held in 
the fund till the m aturity ot the debt, when 
they will be redeemed by the Government at 
par, the prem ium paid is wholly lost. 


W HY TIIE CENTRAL PACIFIC COST SO MUCH. 
All this added to the loss already noted, made 
the company pay for each SI.000 bond at the end 
of thirty years, $3.142 10. Thus, tor each *1.000 
received in coin from the Government, the Cen­ 
tral l’aeific Company is charged with $4,220 76. 
It was safe to suv that the road cist double what 
it would have cost had the tim e allowed by Con­ 
gress been fully exhausted. It was built seven 
years before the tim e allowed. 
The witness 
gave a long description of the difficulties that 
had to he overcome in the construc tion of the 
road. The early completion of the enterprise 
had in round num bers saved the Government 
*20,000.000, aud at a corresponding ins- to the 
company, owing to the sacrifice of the lionets 
and other cause's, its already noted. By the 
completion of the road he figured out that the 
Government had saved tn transportation to De- 
cemlier 31, D86, *139.347,741, and by tbe m aturity 
of the bonds, $259,040,430. 


RESULTS OF HOSTILE LEGISLATION. 
The company, he said, had been greatlv em­ 
barrassed by hostPe legislation, local and’ gen 
era!. Tbe assaults m ade on the rates chargeel 
by the company by the local legislation had 
from time to lim e em barra -ed it In borrowing 
money or disposing of its securities. 
Ex-Governor Pnttison asked the witness if sny 
hostile 
law 
had 
ever 
been 
passed. 
Senator Stanford said none that he remembered, 
until the adoption of the new Constitution. He 
considered that tbe Railroad Commission set up 
by th at instrum ent was essentially hostile to 
railroad enterprise, because it conferred on 
three m en the power to fix any rale of freight 
or fare, from which there was practically no 
appeal. 
In 
respect 
to 
other 
matters, 
such as hostile laws introduced iu the L ei 
islature and political agitations, the company's 
agents we re usually able to ovprc-omc them by 
explanations made to legislative committees, or 
through tbe efl'orts of its friends in public and 
private life. At one tim e he thought the public 
sentim ent of the State was plainly hostile to the 
railroad company. At one time a political party 
had succeeded in electing its officers through 
opposition to the Central Pacific. He bod no 
hesitation in expressing the opinion that this 
sentim ent was largely aroused by politicians 
who wanted to succeed through it. He thought 
the sentim ent iu those sections where it once 
existed had now died out. There was no greater 
friction now than was incident to a corpora­ 
tion doing business w ith so large a num ber of 
people. 
THE CENTRAL I'ACIFIC'S INCOME. 
The witness stated that the Centra; Pacific 
had complied with the terms ot all the Acts of 
Congress in good faltli and to the satisfaction of 
all the officers heretofore appointed to investi­ 
gate it. He did not think the income of the 
company could be increased without increasing 
its rates." After paying the charges which eon-, 
stitute a lien prior to that of the Government, 
the net earnings of tbe Central Pacific were 
*710.000. The annual interest on the United 
States bonds was *1,671.340. The whole am ount 
of net earnings, therefore, lack *930,(X)0 of m eet­ 
ing the accruing interest, even if every availa­ 
ble dollar were used. 
The net earnings alone are available for the 
paym ent of the Government debt, and these 
can only be increased by Increasing the rates 
through Nevada and U tah.thns imposing the 
burden of paym ent on the industries and peo­ 
ple of those localities. Necessarily the local 
rates would have to bear the increase, as com­ 
petition controlled tbe through charges 
To 
pay this *930.000 would require on increase on 
the local rates of Nevada and Utah of over 33 
percent. 
QUESTIONS 11Y TH E COMMISSION. 
T his concluded the exam ination-in-chief of 
the witness, and in response to interrogatories 
by Mr. Anderson, he gave a brief history ot the 
beginning of the Central Pacific—how it was 
first thought o f : the surveys and discoveries of 
Judah, the firsrengineer of the road, and the 
prelim inaries necessary' to start tbe great enter­ 
prise. This story hss been related so often that 
it is not necessary to repeat ft. 
Mr. Anderson asked the witness w hat public 
offices he had ever held. 
.senator htanfor l reflected n moment and then 
replied; “1 was elected a 5 ust ice of the Peace 
in 1*4 97 '37; and eerwtd, 1 believe, for two

years. I have always thought that I m ade a 
good Justice, too," he added. 
“ X have no doubt of it," rem arked Mr. An* 
dersoiu • ‘ \\ hen were you elected Governor'/' ’ 
• 
I was elected Governor in 1861," answered 
the 'enator. •' and served two vears. The term 
or the Governor was then two years." 
. ,

" Yes. sir " 
" I believe you were elected recently a Sena- 
korcf ¡lie i uited Siatcs? 
A broad smile overspread the Senator's face 
as lie said, “ Oh. yes, J forgot that. 
I am now a

There was visible m errim ent nt the forgetful­ 
ness 01 the witness. From this he went 011 to 
relate how the first contracts of the Central Pa- 
í .Y,” re Y't and the formation of the Contract 
and riuanee Company. 


FORMATION OF THE CONTRACT AND FINANCE COM­ 
PANY. 
He said the difficulties experienced iu the 
construction ot the first few m iles of road were 
due to the compativ having no power to control 
ttie work. The failures of some of the contrue’- 
orL ,to, complete their w ork in the time pre­ 
scribed, resulted iu the form ation of the Con­ 
tract and Finance Company, through which 
ri'C directors of the Centra) Pacific were en­ 
abled to manage the work and push it rapidly 
to completion. Although d iaries Crocker re­ 
signed from the Central Pacific director)' and 
became the head of the Contract aud Finance 
t Onqiany. he was substantially controlled by 
him self and colleagues. The same expenditures 
aud labor ou the first 150 miles of road from 
sacram ento would have built a road ot the 
same gauge from Ogdcu to Chicago. The diffi­ 
culties to be surm ounted were simply stuiiend- 
ous. 
How they were ever overcome he could 
not now tell, lie knew that him self and col­ 
leagues hardly slept during the progress of the 
work. They were constanlv ou the verge of 
financial aud tojiograpnical difficulties It now 
seems marvelous that they got over. 


SOME OF TH E EARLY CONTRACTS. 
Mr. Auderson cross-examined the witness at 
leugth concerning the contracts taken by the 
l iimnee and Contract Company. He premised 
that lie and the other Commissioners thought 
the present weuk condition of the Central l’aeific 
was due to the Crocker contracts, the contracts 
let to the Contract and Finance Company and 
work done by the Pacific Im provem ent Com­ 
pany tbe Western Development Company, bv 
which individuals connected with them had 
absorbed the stock and bonds of the Central 
Pacific Company. 
Senator Stanford replied that he was willing 
the Commission should go as deeply Into that 
subject as possible. The Contract and Finance 
Company, hHving served ils purpose to push the 
work on the road, it was dissolved and its debts 
assumed by other corporations. He m ight have 
seen its books, hut did not know what they con­ 
tained nor where they were. Thev h ad disap­ 
peared. The only persons w ho could tell any­ 
thing about them were ( liarles Crocker and \V 
E. Brown, the bookkeeper, who kept them . The 
w itness said the first contract let to Charles 
Crocker, known as the "C rocker co n tract” 
which covered the road to Dutch Flat was 
practically assumed by the companv as the 
work was afterw ard pushed without regard to 
the terms of the contract. He had never been 
over the contract with Crx-ker nor had anv a •­ 
counting ever heen had between him and the 
Central Pacific Companv. 
In the best of his 
kuowledge Crocker made no large profits out of 
it 
At that tim e money was very -hurt and hard 
to get. aud had Crocker been m aking large 
profits he had no doubt they would have been 
shut off. He and his colleagues had no money 
to waste. The witness was not a purtner with 
Crocker in the first contract let to C. Crocker A 
Co., and never shared in the results of that con­ 
tract. This was true of his associates. The 
Directors of the Central Pacific, which con­ 
sisted of hiniselfT C 
P. Huntingtou, E. B 
Crocker. Msrk Hopkins und Charles Crocker 
were then so intim ately associated in a desire 
to build the road that he could hardly separate 
them .

Crocker, who is not related 
to the other Crocker-, was one. Mr. Milliken 
then a Sacramento capitalist, was another, ami 
I believe W. E. Brown had some ot the stock. 
In fact. Mr. Brown was one of the originators " 
The witness said the b ok- of the Central Pa­ 
cific Company we e opened a week in advance 
at Sacramento, and afterw ard at Nan Francisco. 
For two days he sal in his office here, awaiting 
subscriptions, but noliody came. 
Finally a 
Frenchm an he did not know came in and took 
ten shares 
I n regard to the Contract and Finance Com­ 
pany hi« experience was m uch the same. He 
He said he hao jiersonally solicited such m enas 
D. O. Mills, M. s Latham and others to take up 
its stock, hut lie had 110 success. Capital at that 
tim e would not touch the enterprise. The bur­ 
den fell on the directors. 


T H E M ISSING BOOKS. 
Mr. Audcrson asked for an explanation of the 
disappearance of the books of the Contract and 
Finance Company. 
The witness said nlmut the tim e the eomiwnv 
cleaned up it- affairs .-everal blackm ailing suit’s 
were commenced, the object of which was to 
discredit hint and hi» associates. One of the 
com plaint-, lie rem em bered, charged him self 
and associates with all sorts of offenses, and 
with m aking vast am ounts out of the building 
of the road 
One of them charged that the 
Central Pacific Directors had made *100,000,000— 
just as though that was possible out of the $ 2 7 - 
000,000 granted by tile Government. He did not 
think the Government had any interest iu the 
operations of the 1 onlraet anil Finance Com­ 
pany. 
It had taken the contracts and per­ 
formed its work. 
Mr. Stanford said it was now twenty-six years 
since he had g.vcn any attention to the affairs 
of the Contract anil Finalice Committee, and he 
could not rem em ber all it hail doue. He re­ 
membered that when the company dissolved, 
there was a division of stock, hut no division of 
money. He was positive of this. The original 
contract with the Central Pacific was s gn-.d bv 
him . Of course he had read it and knew of its 
provisions. He did not know that this contract 
had ever disappeared, for there could lie no ob­ 
ject in anybody taking it away, as its terms 
could lie ascertained from th e Central Pacific's 
books 
The w itness Mated that when the road was 
comp!-ted to Ogden he aud his associates would 
have gladly sold out their holdings in the Cen­ 
tral Pacific at 10 cents ou the dollar. 
For one 
he was tired out. and would have gladly given 
up the enterprise. 
Citeum -tances. however, 
compelled him to stay in, and. he added, lie was 
not now sorry. 


AID FROM OUTSIDE SOURCES. 
The s -nator then gaven in round figures the 
aid received from other sources than the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Placer county gave tionds for the 
sale of which the com pany realized $140,­ 
000. The sacram ento county bonds were sold 
at 
sixty-five 
cents, 
netting 
about 
S2C0,- 
ouO. The bonds given by Nan Francisco were 
sold at 73 cents, realizing about a 1 equal sum. 
The State guaranteed tne intere.-t on $1,500,000 
of the com pany's bonds for which amount 
81,000,000 was realized. The State paid this in­ 
terest, which was in the nature of a donation. 
Tills was about all the aid the 1 ompany received 
from the counties through w hich it runs. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Anderson, the 
w itness gave a detailed statem ent of the in­ 
crease of the stock of tbe Central Pacific, the 
issuance ot the second mortgage bonds, and 
the transfer in 1871 id the Crocker interest in 
some of the tributary lines tolliraself and Hunt­ 
ington at 13 cents on the dollar. Shortly after 
this the m ain line «ml its feeders began to d e­ 
velop business, and the whole has since proved 
a success.

T lie W o rld O ne Market. 
One of the most momentous and what 
may be called humanitarian results of the 
recent great extension and cheapening of 
the world’s railway system and service is, 
that there is now no longer any occasion 
for the people of any country indulging in 
either excessive hopes or fears as to the re­ 
sults of any particular harvest; inasmuch 
as the failure of crops in any one country 
is no longer, as it was twenty years ago, 
identical with high prices of grain, the 
prices of cereals being at present regulated, 
not within any particular country, but by 
the combined production and consumption 
ol all countries made mutually accessible 
by railroads and steamships. 
Hence it is 
that, since 1870, years of locally bad crojis 
in Europe have generally witnessed con­ 
siderably lower prices than years when the 
local crops were good, and there was a 
local surplus for export. 
In short, one marked effect of the pres- 
sent railroad and steamship system of 
transportation has been to compel a uni­ 
formity of price for all commodities that 
are essential to life, and to put an end for­ 
ever to what, less than half a century ago, 
was a constant feature of commerce, name­ 
ly, the existence of local markets, with 
widely divergent prices for such commodi­ 
ties. 
IIow much of misery and starvation 
a locally deficient harvest entailed under 
the old system upon the poorer classes, 
through the absence of opjiortunity of 
supplying the deficiency through importa­ 
tions, is shown by the circumstance that in 
the English debates upon the corn laws, 
about the year 1840, it was estimated, upon 
data furnished by Air. Tooke, in his 
“ History of Prices,” that a deficiency of 
one-sixth in the English harvest resulted 
in a rise of at least 100 per cent, in the 
price of grain ; and another estimate by 
Davenant and King, for the close of the 
seventeenth century, corroborates this ap­ 
parently excessive statement.— Frnm the 
Economic Disturbances since. 1878, by Hon- 
David A. H’c/fe, in Popular ¡Science.

MY 
QUEER 
LEGACY. 


I am a very sharp-sighted man. 
I am 
also diffident. 
My diffidence has stood in 
my way throughout my life, it is so horri­ 
bly apparent; and it is probably through 
my unfortunate diffidence that I have so 
few friends. 
I hardly know a soul at tuy 
club outside the card-roont, where it used 
to be my custom to play four rublters of 
whist every afternoon.

Wugsby— 
a most objectionable person, who looks 
upon himself as the club wit and keejts a 
little manuscript book of jokes, in which 
he notes down anything amusing that he 
may pick up, and probably afterwards 
passes it off as his own—said that Catnp- 
1**11 and 1 resembled the two statues at the 
gate of Bedlam—Melancholy and Raving 
Madness.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Saud paper w ill whiten ivory knife han­ 
dles that may have become yellow' with 
use or age. 
Simplest polish for oiled furniture—rub 
oiled furniture w ith a wooden cloth satur­ 
ated slightly with oil. 
W hite paint that lias become discolored 
may l>e nicely cleaned hv using a iittle 
whiting iu the water for trashing. 
A good cement for china is ordinary 
carriage varnish ; if put together neatly 
the fracture will lie hardly perceptible, 
and it is not affected by water. 
Table mats are no longer used in stylish 
houses either at luncheon or dinner. Each 
dish should be well wiped with a coarse 
towel before it is put upon the table. 
Menu cards are not used at luncheon. 
Carpets, after the dust has been beaten 
out, may be brightened by scattering upon 
them corn meal mixed w ith salt, and then 
sweeping it off.

Any common w riting ink can be made 
glossy by adding to it a little gum arabic 
or white sugar,

T h e T e la u to g ru th . 
And now Prof. Elisha Gray of tele­ 
phone fame comes to the front with a new 
invention, destined to revolutionize the 
present system of telegraphic communica­ 
tion, ivhich he dubs the telautograph. 
The principle involved is the reproduction 
of the exact fae simile of a written mes­ 
sage. 
For instance: If a Springfield man 
happens to be in New- York and ivants to 
send his wife a check for money, he sim­ 
ply writes it out there and the moment he 
is through it is in his wife’s hands here. 
The electric current is, of course, an im­ 
portant factor in the invention, but the 
chief feature is the plate or instrument on 
which the writing is done. 
No special 
kind of pen or pencil has to be used ; in 
fact, a sharp pointed instrument of any 
kind will answer the purpose. 
The paper 
on which the writing is done, and tiie au­ 
tograph reproduced docs not have to ije 
prepared. 
It is the pressure on the plate 
ivhich gives the impulse to the machine, 
while the reproduction is brought about by 
a tracing point, which may be a pro[**rly 
inked pen, or even an ordinary lead pencil 
attached to a movable arm in the receiv­ 
ing machine. 
Prof. Gray has made a 
number of satisfactory experiments and 
has his invention fully covered by caveats. 
This is an age of invention and progress, 
and th e re have itecn apparently more im­ 
practicable inventions than Prof, Gray’s 
te la u to g ra p h .— Springfield Union. 


A N ew R esistan t Stock F ound in th e 
E traire V ariety. 
The State Y iticultnral Commission is in 
receipt of advices, says the Call, showing 
that highly successful experiments have 
been conducted in France during the past 
year with a new remedy for mildew and 
the Peronospera vitícola, a pest ranking 
next to the phylloxera. 
French vinevard- 
ists have been lighting the pest for many 
years. 
Tlte remedy is made of sulphate of 
copper, linte and powdered sulphur. 
In Spain warm weather reigns as in 
France, in consequence of which the flow­ 
ering of the vines is greatly favored. The 
most favorable weather, however, will not 
lie able to repair the damage done by frost. 
The prospect of a harvest is by this means 
rendered uncertain. 
Felix G iliet, a vineyardist of Nevada 
City, in a communication to the Commis­ 
sion, writes as follows: 
I would call the 
attention of the Yitieultural Commission 
to the fact th at most all the “ Etraires,” 
a family of wine grapes cultivated fur a 
very long time in the south of France, are 
said to be phylloxera-proof; so that the 
planting of that grape in phylloxera-in­ 
fested vineyards would do away with the 
difficult and precarious process of grafting 
and grafting above ground, liable to so 
many 
accidents.

“Etraires” are beingextensively planted in 
France, or, at least, planted where before 
they never were thought of. 
Some four or 
live years ago I introduced into this State 
the “ E traire ue l’Adui,” the finest of the 
"Etraires,” simply to experimenttqxm itas 
a wine grape, not knowing at that time 
even that it was a “ resistant” stock or 
said to be. 
I find the “ E traire” W be a 
very vigorous grower ami heavy bearer; 
the bunches are large, shouldered, well se t; 
the berries medium large, oval, black and 
ripening before Zinfandel. 
What kind of 
wine the “ E traire ” would make in Cali­ 
fornia I have had no chance to ascertain, 
not having 
more 
than 
four 
large 
vines 
of this 
variety. 
It 
seems 
to 
me that 
it 
ivould he well 
for your 
Commission 
to 
find 
out 
whether the- 
“ E traires” will resist the attack of the 
phylloxera Itere in California as well as 
they are claimed to do in France, and then 
encourage the planting of that kind in in­ 
fected lands. 
I lielieve the “ Etraires” 
will make as good if not better wine than 
the Zinfandel. 
Chief Executive Officer W heeler and 
Secretary W etmore are at present engaged 
in the difficult task of obtaining accurate 
information of the amount of wine in tiie 
State at the present time. 
Early in the 
month 150 circulars with blank spaces 
were sent out, of which fifty have been re­ 
turned filled out. 
Judging from these re­ 
ports, the viticultural officers believe that 
the crop will not be more than from two- 
thirds Co three-quarters of what it was last 
year, confirming their original estimates. 
In Contra Costa county only slight dam­ 
age to the table grape varieties has resulted 
from frost and coulure. The Muscat, Flam­ 
ing Tokay and Black Ferrara grapes will 
produce a full crop. 
Some vineyards are 
bearing so heavily that part of the crop 
will have to be pulled off. 
The W hite 
Malaga. Royal Nice, Black Morocco and 
Isabella will produce a light crop. 
The 
increase in the county will be 15 per cent, 
over last year’s crop. 
Very little damage was done by frost in 
Alameda county, but the damage from 
coulure will amount to about 33 per cent., 
which is also the estimated increase over 
the crop of 1886. 
This is due to the new 
vineyards coming into 1 tearing. 
Most of 
the red wines have been badly affected by 
coulure, but the white wine varieties have 
been comparatively free from the disease, 
and therefore will produce a full crop,with 
the single exception of the Reisling.

theoretically, was finally obliged to confess 
the 
suprem acy

F ran k lin ’s 
theory 
practically; 
for his 
lightning-rod did 
w hat exorcisms, and holy water, and pro­ 
cessions, and the .Iqmi Dei, and th e ring­ 
ing of church hells, and the rack, and the 
burning of witches, had failed 
to do. 
T his was clearly seen, even by th e poorest 
peasants in E astern France, when thev 
observed th at the grand spire of Strasbiirg 
Cut bed ral, which n eith er the sacredness of 
the place nor the bells w ithin it, nor the 
holy w ater and relics beneath it, could 
protect from frequent injuries hy lightning, 
was one and for all protected by Franklin's 
rod. 
Then came into th e m inds of m u lti­ 
tudes the answer to th e question w hich 
had exercised for ages th e leading theo­ 
logical minds of Europe, namely, “ WIi v 
should the A lm ighty strike his own con­ 
secrated temples, or sutler Satan to strike 
them ?'’ 
Yet even this practical solution of the 
great question was not received w ithout 
opposition. 
T he tirst lightning-conductor 
upon a church in England was not put up 
un til 1702, ten years after F ranklin’s dis­ 
covery. 
The spire of St. Bride’s church 
in London w:t- greatly injured by lig h t­ 
ning in 1750, and in 1704 a storm so 
wrecked its masonry th a t it had to be 
m ainly re b u ilt; y et for years after this 
th e authorities refused to attach a lig h t­ 
ning-rod. _ T he P rotestant C athedral of 
St. P aul’s in London was not protected 
until sixteen years after F ran k lin ’s dis­ 
covery, and th e tower of tlie great Protest­ 
ant church at H am burg not until a year 
later still. 
.Vs late as 17N” it w asdcclared 
in G erm any, on excellent authority, th at 
w ithin a space of tliirtv -th ree years nearlv 
400 towers had lieen dam aged and 120 
bell-ringers killed. 
In Rom an C atholic countries a sim ilar 
prejudice was shown, and its cost a t tim es 
was heavy. 
In A ustria th e church of 
Rosenberg, in the m ountains of C’arinthia, 
was struck so frequently, and w ith such 
loss of life, th at th e peasants feared at last 
to attend service. 
T hree tim es was the 
spire rebuilt, and it was not u n til 1788— 
tw enty-six years after F ran k lin ’s discov­ 
ery—th at the authorities perm itted a rod 
to lie attached. 
T hen all trouble ceased.— 
l ’ntfemor Anelrnc />.

trees; if saw dust is seen to drop from a 
hole in the bark, or if a portion of tlie 
bark is seen to lie depressed, cut out the 
liorer. 
If the leaves of currants and goose­ 
berries are eaten by *‘ the worm,” apply 
w hite hellebore at once. S tir a tablespoon­ 
ful of th e powder in a pailful of w ater and 
apply w ith a syringe. 
R epeat this after a 
few days, 
i f later broods appear continue 
th e remedy, w hich is a very certain one. 
T he greenish sling sing, w hich appears 
upon the leaves of cherry, pear and other 
trees, may be destroyed by applying air- 
slaked lim e or wood ashes. 
T his m ay be 
dusted upon the leaves by means of a bag 
of coarse fabric attached to a )iole. 
The 
insects attacking the grapevine this m onth 
are m ainly large caterpillars, w hich are 
most readily picked by hand ; tiie so-called 
“ thrips,” w hich is properly th e “ grape­ 
vine leaf hopper.” and not related to the 
true thrips. 
It is a little w hiteish insect 
which often rises in clouds when the vines 
are disturbed. 
T he h o t treatm ent is to 
go among th e vines w ith torches, gently 
beating them to disturb the insects, which 
will at once fly tow ards th e light. 
The 
first appearance of grayish -pots on the un­ 
dersides of the vine indicates mildew, and 
flowers of sulphur should be applied w ith 
bellows made for th e purpose. 
W henever 
pear trees are Tittaeked by blight, which 
comes w ithout w arning, cut away every 
blighted j sir tii in and burn it.— American 
Agriculturist.

T h e G erm a n d H o m e o f S c a r le t F e v e r . 
Science invades th e realm s of H eath, 
aud carries th e war into the enem y’s 
country, w ith a successful progress th at 
now and then alm ost startles us out of the 
custom ary and traditional view of mor­ 
tality. 
For one, we are confirmed day by 
day in th e expectation th a t science and 
m orality united w ill yet conquer un­ 
natural m ortality, and postpone natural 
decline far beyond th e present extrem e of 
longevity, the century. 
W e can see no 
reason why this should not be, and we can 
see on every hand an accelerating progress 
towards this result. 
One of th e latest 
steps is th e discovery of the mieroroceui of 
scarlet fever ami of clues to its genesis 
and origin. 
T he occasion of th e discovery was an 
investigation by H r. K lein, of London, 
into th e connection of an epidem ic of 
scarlet fever in a p art of th a t city w ith a 
certain m ilk supply th at was observed to 
have been received in common by al! the 
original subjects of th e disease. 
T he 
dairy farm from w hich th e suspected milk 
had been brought was closely investigated, 
and it was proved th a t th e m ilk had suf­ 
fered no contam ination from hum an sub­ 
jects 
or insanitary 
surroundings; 
but 
th at the cows were suffering from a m ild 
form of disease closely resem bling scarlet 
fever. 
Follow ing this d u e, microscopic investí 
gations revealed a peculiar microlie in 
variably present in both th e anim al and 
hum an subjects of the disease, and invaria­ 
bly im parting the same disease to anim als 
and m au by inoculation. 
S till another case in corroboration was 
discovered in connection w ith condensed 
m ilk th a t had fallen under suspicion in a 
sim ilar way. 
T he same microbe, with 
identical powers, was developed from this 
source also. 
A 
th ird corroboration was found in 
tracing a severe epidem ie of scarlet fever 
a t W im bledon, only three or four m onths 
ago. 
T his also was traced through the 
m ilk to a dairy farm, and th e germ s were 
fouud to be the same as in the other cases, 
and w ith th e same infective powers, both 
in th e hum an and anim al subjects, includ­ 
ing a m onkey w hich had succumbed to a 
free use of the m ilk, w ith clear symptoms 
of scarlet fever. 
H aving put its fiDger on th e secret agent 
of this destructive disease, it is now open 
to science to trace it to its antecedents and 
prevention. 
T he prevalence of tuberculosis also in 
cows opens a fresh trail to th e possible lair 
of the m onster consumption. 
T he in ti­ 
mate connection known to exist between 
both these diseases and confined [air sug­ 
gests the probability th at man has inflicted 
them upon tlris invaluable dom esticated 
anim al, and m ediately upon him self by 
the notoriously close and filthy quarters in 
w hich cows have alw ays been "stabled. 
These and other zymotic diseases of 
cattle, such as plcuro-pneum onia, now call 
for advanced sanitary laws regulating the 
care and treatm ent of the anim als in all 
cases. 
It should be made a penal oflense to 
keep any cow or food anim al in a filthy or 
unventilated stable or pen, such as those 
generally used for th e purpose by farmers, 
w ith barely a sm all hole in th e wall for 
throw ing out ordure, and th a t usually 
clo-ed w ith a slide in cold w eather.— 
Sanitary Era.
